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The  Standard  Industrial  Classification 

Purpose  of  the  Classification 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  was  developed  for  use  in  the 
classification  of  establishments  by  type  of  activity  in  which  engaged;  for 
purposes  of  facilitating  the  collection,  tabulation,  presentation,  and  analysis 
of  data  relating  to  establishments;  and  for  promoting  uniformity  and  com- 
parability in  the  presentation  of  statistical  data  collected  by  various  agencies 
of  the  United  States  Government,  State  agencies,  trade  associations,  and 
private  research  organizations. 

Scope  of  the  Classification 

The  Classification  is  intended  to  cover  the  entire  field  of  economic  activities : 
agriculture,  forestry,  and  fisheries;  mining;  construction;  manufacturing; 
transportation,  communication,  electric,  gas,  and  sanitary  services;  wholesale 
and  retail  trade;  finance,  insurance,  and  real  estate;  services;  and  government. 

This  Manual  presents  a  revision  of  the  1945  edition  of  Manufacturing 
Industries  and  the  1949  edition  of  Nonmanufacturing  Industries.  In  this 
revision  a  number  of  changes  suggested  by  users  of  the  classification  and  by 
consumers  of  industry  data  have  been  incorporated.  Among  the  more  im- 
portant changes  in  the  Classification  are:  (1)  separate  Major  Groups  for 
commercial  and  noncommercial  farms;  (2)  the  transfer  of  milk  pasteurization 
plants;  ready  mixed  concrete  establishments;  and  apparel,  knitting  and  leather 
jobbers  or  converters  from  trade  to  manufacturing;  (3)  a  rearrangement  of  local 
transportation  companies;  (4)  the  transfer  of  radio  and  television  broadcasting 
from  services  to  a  new  Major  Group  covering  communication  facilities;  and  (5) 
a  more  detailed  classification  of  government. 

The  format  of  the  Manual  also  represents  a  change  from  previous  editions. 
The  separate  volumes  for  manufacturing  and  nonmanufacturing  industries 
have  been  eliminated  by  consolidating  into  a  single  volume  the  industry  titles 
and  descriptions,  as  well  as  the  alphabetic  index  of  principal  products,  processes, 
and  services. 

Principles  of  the  Classification 

The  Classification  was  prepared  by  the  Technical  Committee  on  Standard 
Industrial  Classification,  assisted  by  a  number  of  special  committees  of  experts 
in  various  fields  of  business.  The  work  of  the  Technical  Committee  was 
carried  on  under  the  sponsorship  and  general  supervision  of  the  Office  of 
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Statistical  Standards  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget,  Executive  Office  of  the 
President. 

In  preparing  the  Classification,  the  Technical  Committee  was  guided  by 
the  following  general  principles: 

(1)  The  Classification  should  conform  to  the  existing  structure  of 
American  industry. 

(2)  The  reporting  units  to  be  classified  are  establishments,  rather  than 
legal  entities  or  companies. 

(3)  Each  establishment  is  to  be  classified  according  to  its  major 
activity. 

(4)  To  be  recognized  as  an  industry,  each  group  of  establishments 
must  have  significance  from  the  standpoint  of  the  number  of 
persons  employed,  volume  of  business,  and  other  important 
economic  features,  such  as  the  number  of  establishments.1  The 
procedure  followed  as  a  guide  in  measuring  the  economic  sig- 
nificance of  manufacturing  industries  is  outlined  in  the  Appendix, 
page  429. 

Definition  of  Establishment 

An  "establishment"  is  an  economic  unit  which  produces  goods  or  services — 
for  example,  a  farm,  a  mine,  a  factory,  a  store.  In  most  instances,  the  establish- 
ment is  at  a  single  physical  location;  and  it  is  engaged  in  only  one,  or  pre- 
dominately one,  type  of  economic  activity  for  which  an  industry  code  is  appli- 
cable. 

Where  a  single  physical  location  encompasses  two  or  more  distinct  and 
separate  economic  activities  for  which  different  industrial  classification  codes 
seem  applicable,  such  activities  should  be  treated  as  separate  establishments 
and  classified  in  separate  industries,  provided  it  is  determined  that:  (1)  such 
activities  are  not  ordinarily  associated  with  one  another  at  common  physical 
locations;  (2)  no  one  industry  description  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifi- 
cation includes  such  combined  activities;  (3)  the  employment  in  each  such 
economic  activity  is  significant; 2  and  (4)  reports  can  be  prepared  on  the  number 
of  employees,  their  wages  and  salaries,  and  other  establishment  type  data. 
An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business  concern  or 
firm,  which  may  consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  Also,  it  is  to  be  dis- 
tinguished from  organizational  subunits,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an 
establishment.  Supplemental  interpretations  of  the  definition  of  an  estab- 
lishment are  included  in  the  industry  descriptions  of  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification. 


'  An  exception  to  this  principle  is  found  in  the  grouping  of  establishments  into  industries  described  as  "not  elsewhere 
classified." 

2  Usually  1(X)  or  more  employees  in  mining  or  manufacturing  activity,  and  50  or  more  employees  in  activities  other 
than  mining  or  manufacturing. 
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Auxiliary  Units 

In  applying  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  to  individual  estab- 
lishments, instances  will  be  encountered  where  the  activity  of  an  establish- 
ment under  consideration  may  have  some,  but  not  all,  of  the  characteristics 
of  individual  industries  as  provided  in  this  Manual.  The  activities  of  these 
establishments  are  subordinate  to,  and  operated  for  the  use  of,  some  other 
establishment (s)  of  the  same  concern  and  are  generally  at  locations  separate 
from  the  establishment (s)  served.  Such  establishments  are  called  "auxiliary 
units."  The  more  important  types  of  such  auxiliary  units  are  illustrated 
below. 

1.  A  separate  research  laboratory  operated  for  manufacturing  plants 
of  the  same  concern. 

2.  A  warehouse  operated  by  another  establishment  primarily  for  its 
own  use  and  not  for  public  storage  is  auxiliary  to  the  establish- 
ment for  which  it  is  operated.  Thus,  warehouses  may  be  auxiliary 
to  manufacturing,  wholesaling,  or  retailing  operations. 

3.  An  automotive  repair  shop  or  storage  garage  operated  by  a  depart- 
ment store  primarily  for  its  own  use  and  not  for  the  public  repair 
or  storage  of  vehicles. 

4.  A  separate  repair  shop  serving  various  manufacturing  plants  of  the 
same  concern  primarily  for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  plant 
machinery  and  equipment. 

Mines  and  manufacturing  plants  operated  primarily  for  the  use  of  other 
establishments  of  the  same  firm  are  not  considered  auxiliary  units,  but  are 
classified  on  the  basis  of  their  primary  activity.     Important  types  are: 

1.  A  coal  mine  operated  by  a  steel  company  for  its  own  use  is  classified 
as  a  coal  mine. 

2.  A  tin  can  manufacturing  plant  operated  by  a  canning  company  for 
its  own  use  is  classified  as  a  tin  can  manufacturing  plant. 

3.  A  printing  plant  operated  primarily  for  the  use  of  another  estab- 
lishment (s)  of  the  same  company  is  classified  as  a  printing  plant. 

Central  and  District  Administrative  Offices 

A  central  or  district  administrative  office  is  an  establishment  primarily 
engaged  in  general  administrative,  supervisory,  purchasing,  accounting  and 
other  management  functions  performed  centrally  for  other  establishments  of 
the  same  company. 

Industrial  Classification  of  Auxiliary  Units  and  Central  and  District  Administrative 
Offices 

Auxiliary  units  and  central  and  district  administrative  offices,  when 
separately  reported,  should  be  classified  on  the  basis  of  the  most  appropriate 
Major  Group  representing  the  primary  activity  of  the  establishments  served. 
All  such  units  will  be  assigned  a  four  digit  code,  the  first  two  digits  being  the 
aDpropriate  Major  Group  code  (01  through  89);  the  third  digit  a  zero  code* 
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and  the  fourth  digit  to  identify  the  type  of  unit.     The  fourth  digit  code  numbers 
for  general  use  are  as  follows: 

1 — Central  or  district  administrative  offices 

2 — Research  laboratories 

3 — Warehouses 

9 — Other  auxiliary  units 

Thus,  a  central  or  district  administrative  office  serving  establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  activities  classified  in  Major  Group  33. — Primary  Metal 
Industries — would  be  3301;  a  warehouse  serving  establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  activities  classified  in  Major  Group  54. — Retail  Trade — Food — 
would  be  5403. 

Agencies  desiring  to  distinguish  additional  types  of  auxiliary  units,  other 
than  those  listed  above,  will  so  advise  the  Chairman  of  the  Technical  Com- 
mittee on  Standard  Industrial  Classification,  Office  of  Statistical  Standards, 
Bureau  of  the  Budget,  to  assure  comparability  among  agencies. 

Basis  of  Establishment  Classification — Code  Assignment 

Each  establishment  is  assigned  an  industry  code  on  the  basis  of  its  major 
activity,  which  is  determined  by  the  product  or  group  of  products  produced 
or  handled,  or  services  rendered.  Ideally,  the  principal  product  or  service 
should  be  determined  by  reference  to  'Value  added."  In  practice,  however, 
it  is  rarely  possible  to  obtain  this  information  for  individual  products  or  serv- 
ices, and  it  becomes  necessary  to  adopt  some  other  criteria  which  may  be 
expected  to  give  approximately  the  same  results.  It  is  recommended,  there- 
fore, that,  as  far  as  possible,  the  following  characteristics  be  used  for  each  of 
the  major  economic  sections: 

Economic  Section  Characteristics 

Agriculture,    forestry,    and    fisheries    (except    agricultural  Value  of  production, 
services) 

Mining [ Value  of  production. 

Construction Value  of  work  done. 

Manufacturing Value  of  production. 

Wholesale  and  retail  trade Value  of  sales. 

Finance,  insurance,  and  real  estate Value  of  receipts. 

Services  (including  agricultural  services) Value  of  receipts. 

Government Function. 

Occasionally  in  cases  of  mixed  businesses,  the  above  characteristics  cannot 
be  determined  or  estimated  for  each  product  or  service,  and  less  frequently  a 
classification  based  upon  the  recommended  characteristics  will  not  represent 
adequately  the  process  or  activity  of  the  establishment.  In  such  cases,  if 
employment  information  is  available,  the  major  activity  should  be  determined 
by  the  activity  in  which  the  greatest  number  of  employees  worked. 
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Structure  of  Classification 


The  structure  of  the  Classification  makes  it  possible  to  classify  establish- 
ments by  industry  on  either  a  two  digit,  a  three  digit,  or  a  four  digit  basis, 
according  to  the  degree  of  detail  in  information  which  may  be  needed.  It 
permits  an  agency  to  select  the  level  of  detail  considered  most  appropriate  for 
presentation  of  its  data.  Also,  it  permits  an  agency  to  use  additional  sub- 
divisions in  adopting  this  Classification  for  its  own  use,  while  still  retaining 
comparability  with  the  classifications  used  by  other  agencies.  Furthermore, 
comparability  with  the  Classification  may  be  maintained  on  a  two  digit  basis 
by  combining  groups  or  industries  within  a  Major  Group;  similarly,  compara- 
bility may  be  maintained  on  a  three  digit  basis  by  combining  industries  within 
a  three  digit  group.  All  groupings  or  industry  subdivisions  should  be  clearly 
labeled. 

Some  agencies  may  wish  to  use  the  numbering  system  of  the  Classification; 
but  other  agencies  will,  no  doubt,  find  it  more  convenient  to  adapt  their  present 
numbering  system  to  this  Classification. 

Agencies  which  use  the  three  digit  code  may  use  a  zero  temporarily  on 
the  third  digit  position  for  coding  reports  on  which  available  information  is 
inadequate  for  proper  allocation  to  a  specific  three  digit  group.  For  example, 
Major  Group  25. — Furniture  and  Fixtures — is  divided  into  the  following  groups: 

251  Household  Furniture 

252  Office  Furniture 

253  Public  Building  and  Related  Furniture 

254  Partitions,  Shelving,  Lockers,  and  Office  and  Store  Fixtures 
259  Miscellaneous  Furniture  and  Fixtures 

If  an  establishment  is  described  as  engaged  in  manufacturing  furniture, 
the  report  should  be  coded  as  "250"  until  sufficient  information  is  obtained  to 
assign  the  establishment  to  the  appropriate  group. 

An  agency  which  uses  the  four  digit  code  may  use  a  zero  temporarily,  in 
the  fourth  position,  to  code  reports  for  which  the  information  available  is 
inadequate  for  proper  allocation  to  a  specific  industry. 

It  will  be  noted  that  whenever  number  nine  has  been  used  on  the  third 
or  fourth  digit  position,  it  has  been  assigned  to  miscellaneous  three  digit  groups 
or  four  digit  industries  covering  establishments  not  elsewhere  classified.  The 
establishments  grouped  at  the  four  digit  level  as  "not  elsewhere  classified" 
may  not  constitute  homogeneous  groups  but  are  treated  as  separate  industries 
for  purposes  of  this  Classification.

PART  I 

TITLES  AND  DESCRIPTIONS 
OF  INDUSTRIES 


DIVISION  A 
AGRICULTURE,  FORESTRY,  AND  FISHERIES 
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^Arariculture,  ^jroreAtru,  unci  ^sridheried 

The  Division  as  a  Whole 

This  division  includes  agriculture,  forestry,  fisheries,  and  related  services. 

Farms  are  the  single  units  of  agricultural  activity.  For  the  purpose  of 
industrial  classification,  a  farm  is  any  tract  of  land  comprising  three  or  more 
acres  on  which  agricultural  products  with  a  value  of  $150  or  more  are  produced 
annually  (1949  prices),  and  tracts  of  land  of  less  than  3  acres  if  the  value  of 
sales  of  agricultural  products  produced  amounts  to  $150  or  more  annually 
(1949  prices). 

Agricultural  operations  consist  of  the  production  of  crops  or  plants,  vines, 
and  trees  (excluding  forestry  operations) ;  or  the  keeping,  grazing,  or  feeding  of 
livestock  for  animal  products  (including  serums),  animal  increase,  or  value 
increase.  Livestock,  as  here  used,  includes  poultry  of  all  kinds,  rabbits,  bees, 
and  fur  bearing  animals  in  captivity,  in  addition  to  mules,  asses,  burros,  horses, 
cattle,  sheep,  goats,  and  hogs.  This  division  also  includes  activities  such  as 
dry  lot  or  farm  dairies;  nurseries;  greenhouses;  sod  farms;  bulb,  flower,  and 
vegetable  seed  crops;  mushroom  cellars;  cranberry  bogs;  apiaries;  poultry 
hatcheries;  and  fur  farms. 

A  farm  may  consist  of  a  single  tract  of  land,  or  a  number  of  separate 
tracts  which  may  be  held  under  different  tenures.  For  example,  one  tract  may 
be  owned  by  the  farmer  and  another  rented  by  him.  When  a  landowner  has 
one  or  more  tenants,  renters,  croppers,  or  managers,  the  land  operated  by  each 
is  considered  a  farm.  Thus,  on  a  plantation  the  land  operated  by  each  cropper, 
renter,  or  tenant  should  be  considered  a  separate  farm,  and  the  land  operated 
by  the  owner  or  manager  by  means  of  wage  hands  should  likewise  be  considered 
a  farm.  It  may  be  operated  by  the  operator's  labor  alone  or  with  the  assistance 
of  members  of  his  household  or  hired  employees,  or  it  may  be  operated  by  a 
partnership,  corporation,  or  any  other  organization. 

The  classification  of  agriculture  also  includes  agricultural  services,  animal 
husbandry  services,  horticultural  services,  and  other  operations  such  as  hunting, 
trapping,  and  game  propagation,  when  carried  on  as  business  enterprises. 

The  classification  of  forestry  covers  timber  tracts,  forest  nurseries,  re- 
forestation, and  the  gathering  of  gums  and  barks,  as  well  as  other  services  and 
miscellaneous  operations  connected  with  forestry.  Logging  camps  and  logging 
contractors  are  classified  in  Division  D,  Manufacturing. 

The  classification  of  fisheries  covers  commercial  fishing,  fish  farms,  and 
related  services  such  as  fish  hatcheries  and  frog  farms. 
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Major  Group  (UNCOMMERCIAL  FARMS 

THE  MAJOR  GROUP  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  major  group  includes  commercial  farms,  which  are  those  with  an  annual  value  of 

sales  of  farm  products  amounting  to  $1,200  or  more  (1949  prices).     Farms  with  an  annual 

value  of  sales  of  $250  to  $1,199  are  classified  as  commercial  only  if  the  operator  worked  off 

the  farm  less  than  100  days  and  his  income  and  that  of  members  of  his  family  from  non-farm 

sources  was  less  than  the  total  value  of  all  farm  products  sold.     Commercial  farms  are 

classified  according  to  the  product  or  group  of  products  amounting  to  50  percent  or  more  of 

the  value  of  all  farm  products  sold.

011  FIELD  CROP  FARMS 

0112  Cotton  farms 

Farms  having  as  the  principal  purpose  of  business  the  production  for  sale  of 
cotton. 

0113  Cash  grain  farms 

Farms  having  as  the  principal  purpose  of  business  the  production  for  sale  of 
cash  grains,  such  as  barley,  corn,  oats,  rice,  soybeans,  and  wheat. 

0119     Field  crop  farms,  not  elsewhere  classified 

Farms  having  as  the  principal  purpose  of  business  the  production  for  sale 
of  field  crops,  not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as  alfalfa,  broomcorn,  hay,  peanuts, 
sugar  beets,  sugar  cane,  and  tobacco. 

012  FRUIT,  TREE  NUT,  AND  VEGETABLE  FARMS 

0122  Fruit  and  tree  nut  farms 

•Farms  having  as  the  principal  purpose  of  business  the  production  for  sale  of 
fruits  and  tree  nuts. 

0123  Vegetable  farms 

Farms  having  as  the  principal  purpose  of  business  the  production  for  sale  of 
vegetables,  including  those  grown  under  glass. 

013  LIVESTOCK  FARMS 

0132  Dairy  farms 

Farms  having  as  the  principal  purpose  of  business  the  production  for  sale  of 
milk  and  other  dairy  products.  Such  farms  may  process  and  bottle  milk  on 
the  farm  and  sell  at  wholesale  or  retail.  However,  the  processing  and/or 
distribution  of  milk  from  a  separate  establishment  not  on  the  farm  is  classified 
in  manufacturing  or  trade. 

0133  Poultry  farms 

Farms  having  as  the  principal  purpose  of  business  the  production  for  sale  of 
poultry  and  poultry  products.

013  LIVESTOCK  FARMS— Continued 
0139     Livestock  farms,  not  elsewhere  classified 

Farms  having  as  the  principal  purpose  of  business  the  production  for  sale  of 
livestock  and  livestock  products,  not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as  cattle  feeding 
farms,  hog  farms,  goat  milk  production,  sheep  farms,  and  wool  production. 

014  GENERAL  FARMS 

Farms  on  which  the  value  of  products  from  one  source  or  group  of  sources 
does  not  represent  as  much  as  50  percent  of  the  total  of  the  value  of  all  farm 
products  sold. 

0142  General  farms — primarily  crop 

Farms  on  which  the  sale  of  one  of  the  following  crops  or  groups  of  crops — 
vegetables,  fruits  and  nuts,  cotton,  cash  grains,  or  other  field  crops — does  not 
amount  to  50  percent  or  more  of  the  value  of  all  farm  products  sold,  but  on 
which  the  value  of  sales  for  all  these  crops  or  groups  of  crops  represent  70 
percent  or  more  of  the  value  of  all  farm  products  sold. 

0143  General  farms — primarily  livestock 

Farms  on  which  the  sale  of  one  of  the  following — livestock,  poultry,  livestock 
and  poultry  products — does  not  amount  to  50  percent  or  more  of  the  value  of 
all  farm  products  sold,  but  on  which  the  value  of  sales  for  all  these  items 
represent  70  percent  or  more  of  the  value  of  all  farm  products  sold. 

0144  General  crop  and  livestock  farms 

Farms  which  can  not  be  classified  as  either  crop  farms  or  livestock  farms, 
but  on  which  the  sale  of  all  crops  amounted  to  at  least  30  percent  but  less  than 
70  percent  of  the  value  of  all  farm  products  sold. 

019  MISCELLANEOUS  COMMERCIAL  FARMS 

0192  Horticultural  specialties 

Farms  having  as  the  principal  purpose  of  business  the  production  for  sale  of 
greenhouse,  frame,  cloth  house,  lath  house,  or  outdoor  grown  horticultural 
specialty  crops,  such  as  bulbs,  florists'  greens,  herbs,  mushrooms,  flower  seeds, 
and  sod  crops. 

0193  Animal  specialities 

Farms  having  as  the  principal  purpose  of  business  the  production  for  sale  of 
animal  specialties,  such  as  apiaries,  dog  farms,  fox  farms,  horse  farms,  mink 
farms,  and  rabbit  farms. 

0199     Commercial  farms,  not  elsewhere  classified 


Major  Group  02.— NONCOMMERCIAL  FARMS 

THE  MAJOR  GROUP  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  major  group  includes  noncommercial  farms  which  are  those  not  having  the  produc- 
tion of  farm  products  for  sale  as  the  principal  purpose  of  business.

021  NONCOMMERCIAL  FARMS 

0212  Part-time  farms 

Farms  with  a  value  of  sales  of  farm  products  of  $250  to  $1,199  (1949  prices) 
on  which  the  operator  worked  100  days  or  more  off  the  farm,  or  where  the  non- 
farm  income  received  by  the  operator  and  members  of  his  family  was  greater 
than  the  value  of  farm  products  sold. 

0213  Residential  farms 

Farms  with  a  value  of  sales  of  farm  products  of  less  than  $250  (1949  prices) 
on  which  the  operator  worked  off  the  farm  more  than  100  days  a  year,  or  on 
which  the  operator  and  members  of  his  family  had  nonfarm  income  greater 
than  the  value  of  farm  products  sold. 

0214  Institutional  farms 

Public  and  private  institutional  farms  and  related  types  of  farms. 
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Major    Group    07.— AGRICULTURAL    SERVICES    AND    HUNTING    AND 

TRAPPING 

THE  MAJOR  GROUP  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  major  group  includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  performing  agricultural, 

animal  husbandry,  and  horticultural  services  on  a  fee  or  contract  basis.     Commercial  hunting 

and  trapping  and  the  operation  of  game  preserves  are  also  included.

071  AGRICULTURAL    SERVICES,    EXCEPT    ANIMAL    HUSBANDRY    AND

0712  Cotton  ginning  and  compressing 

0713  Grist  mills,  including  custom  flour  mills 

0714  Corn  shelling,  hay  baling,  and  threshing  services 

0715  Contract  sorting,  grading,  and  packing  of  fruits  and  vegetables  for  the  grower 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  packing  and  shipping  fruits  and  vege- 
tables on  a  contract  basis  for  others.  Such  activities  may  include  contract 
picking,  grading,  sorting,  and  other  operations  preparatory  to  packing  and 
shipping.  Establishments  engaged  solely  in  contract  picking  of  fruits,  vege- 
tables and  edible  tree  nuts  are  classified  in  Industry  0719,  and  those  which  pack 
and  ship  fruits  and  vegetables  on  their  own  account  are  classified  in  Wholesale 
Trade. 

0719     Agricultural  services,  not  elsewhere  classified 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  performing,  on  a  contract  basis,  a 
variety  of  agricultural  services  not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as  crop  dusting, 
fruit  picking,  grain  cleaning,  harvesting,  and  plowing. 

072  ANIMAL  HUSBANDRY  SERVICES 

0722  Offices  of  veterinarians  and  animal  hospitals 

Establishments  of  licensed  practitioners  engaged  in  the  practice  of  veterinary 
medicine,  dentistry,  or  surgery;  animal  hospitals,  and  similar  veterinary  service 
establishments.

Mining  operations  are  classified,  by  industry,  on  the  basis  of  the  principal 
mineral  produced,  or,  if  there  is  no  production,  on  the  basis  of  the  principal 
mineral  for  which  development  work  is  in  process.  The  mining  of  culm  banks, 
ore  dumps,  and  tailing  piles  is  classified  as  mining  according  to  the  mineral 
product  derived. 

The  purification  and  distribution  of  water,  harvesting  and  storage  of 
natural  ice,  bottling  and  distributing  of  natural  spring  and  mineral  waters, 
and  the  crushing,  grinding,  or  otherwise  treating  of  certain  earths,  rocks,  and 
minerals  not  in  conjunction  with  mining  activities  are  not  included  in  this 
division. 
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Major  Group  10.— METAL  MINING 
THE  MAJOR  GROUP  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  major  group  includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  mining,  developing 
mines,  or  exploring  for  metallic  minerals  (ores) .  These  ores  are  valued  chiefly  for  the  metals 
contained  to  be  recovered  for  use  as  such  or  as  constituents  of  alloys,  chemicals,  pigments, 
etc.  This  major  group  also  includes  all  ore  dressing  and  beneficiating  operations  whether 
performed  at  mills  operated  in  conjunction  with  the  mines  served,  or  at  mills,  such  as  custom 
mills,  operated  separately.  These  include  mills  which  crush,  grind,  wash,  dry,  sinter,  or 
leach  ore,  or  perform  gravity  separation  or  flotation  operations.

Smelters  and  refineries  are  classified  in  Major  Group  33,  Primary  Metal  Industries,  and 
establisments  engaged  in  producing  primary  magnesium  metal  in  Industry  3339.  The 
operation  of  brine  wells  or  sea  water  plants  for  the  production  of  magnesium  is  classified  in 
Major  Group  28. 

Exploration  under  preliminary  phases  of  operation  should  be  classified  according  to  the 
type  of  ore  expected  to  be  found,  when  performed  by  companies  or  operators  of  the  properties. 
Exploration  performed  on  a  contract,  fee,  or  other  basis  is  also  classified  on  the  basis  of  type 
of  mineral  expected  to  be  found.

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Major  Group  13.— CRUDE  PETROLEUM  AND  NATURAL  GAS 
THE  MAJOR  GROUP  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  major  group  includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in:   (1)  producing  crude 

petroleum  and  natural  gas,  (2)  recovering  oil  from  oil  sands  and  oil  shale,  and  (3)  producing 

natural  gasoline  and  cycle  condensate.     Types  of  activities  included  are  exploration,  drilling, 

oil  and  gas  well  operation  and  maintenance,  the  operation  of  natural  gasoline  and  cycle  plants, 

and  the  mining  and  extraction  of  oil  from  oil  sands  and  oil  shale.     This  major  group  also 

includes  such  basic  activities  as  emulsion  breaking  and  desilting  of  crude  petroleum  to  render 

the  oil  marketable.

1492  Gypsum

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  mining,  quarrying,  milling,  or  other- 
wise preparing  nonmetallic  minerals,  not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as  asbestos, 
diatomite,  natural  gem  stones,  graphite,  greensand,  Iceland  spar  (optical  grade 
calcite),  and  vermiculite.

Contract  Construction 

The  Division  as  a  Whole 

This  division  includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  contract 
construction.  The  term  "construction"  includes  new  work,  additions,  altera- 
tions, and  repairs.  Three  broad  types  of  contract  construction  activity 
are  covered;  namely,  (1)  building  construction  by  general  contractors,  (2) 
other  construction  by  general  contractors,  and  (3)  construction  by  special 
trade  contractors.  Operative  builders  who  build  on  their  own  account  for  resale 
or  lease,  and  investment  builders  who  build  structures  on  their  own  account 
for  rental,  are  classified  in  Major  Group  65,  Real  Estate. 

General  building  contractors  are  primarily  engaged  in  the  construction 
of  dwellings,  office  buildings,  stores,  farm  buildings,  and  other  projects  of  a 
similar  character.  General  contractors  in  fields  other  than  buildings,  often 
referred  to  as  heavy  construction  contractors,  are  primarily  engaged  in  the 
construction  of  highways,  streets,  bridges  and  tunnels,  docks  and  piers,  dams 
and  water  projects;  sewage  collection,  treatment,  and  disposal  facilities;  and 
storm  systems,  air  fields,  and  other  heavy  construction  which  involves  either 
earth  moving  or  the  erection  of  structures  and  appurtenances,  other  than 
buildings.     The  removal  of  overburden  is  classified  in  Division  B,  Mining. 

Special  trade  contractors  are  primarily  engaged  in  specialized  construction 
activities  such  as  plumbing,  painting,  electrical  work,  and  carpentry. 

General  contractors  in  both  the  building  field  and  the  heavy  construction 
field  usually  assume  responsibility  for  an  entire  construction  project,  but  may 
subcontract  to  others  those  portions  of  the  project  requiring  special  skills  or 
equipment.  Special  trade  contractors  may  work  for  general  contractors  under 
subcontracts  or  may  work  directly  for  the  owner  of  the  property. 

Force  account  construction  (construction  work  performed  by  an  establish- 
ment, primarily  engaged  in  some  business  other  than  construction,  for  its  own 
account  and  use  and  by  its  own  employees)  is  not  included  in  this  division  but 
is  classified  according  to  the  principal  activity  normally  carried  on  in  the  estab- 
lishment or  which  will  be  conducted  at  the  site  when  the  construction  work  is 
completed. 

The  installation  of  prefabricated  building  equipment  and  materials  by 
general  contractors  and  special  trade  contractors  is  classified  in  this  division. 
Similar  installation  work  performed  as  a  service  incidental  to  sale  by  em- 
ployees of  an  establishment  manufacturing  or  selling  prefabricated  equipment 
and  materials  is  classified  according  to  the  principal  activity  of  the  establish- 
ment in  the  Manufacturing  or  Trade  Divisions. 
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Major  Group  15.— BUILDING  CONSTRUCTION— GENERAL 
CONTRACTORS 

THE  MAJOR  GROUP  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  major  group  includes  general  contractors  primarily  engaged  in  the  construction  of 

residential,  farm,  industrial,  commercial,  public,  or  other  buildings.

radio  towers,  mining  appurtenances  (such  as  tipples  and  washeries),  and  ovens, 
furnaces,  kilns,  silos,  and  similar  appurtenances  of  industrial  plants  which  are 
constructed  at  the  site.  This  industry  also  includes  general  contractors  pri- 
marily engaged  in  marine  construction  operations,  such  as  dredging,  under- 
water rock  removal,  pile  driving,  land  reclamation;  and  harbor  and  waterways 
construction,  such  as  breakwaters,  channels,  cofferdams,  dikes,  docks,  jetties, 
levees,  locks,  piers,  watermarks,  and  wharves.

Special  trade  contractors  primarily  engaged  in  interior  and  exterior  painting 
of  buildings,  paper  hanging,  and  decorating.  This  industry  does  not  include 
stores  furnishing  interior  decorator  services  which  are  classified  in  Major  Group 
57  according  to  the  merchandise  handled,  or  interior  decorators  without 
stocks  which  are  classified  in  Industry  7392. 

173  ELECTRICAL  WORK 
1731     Electrical  work 

Special  trate  contractors  primarily  engaged  in  electrical  work  at  the  site. 
The  construction  of  transmission  lines  is  classified  in  Industry  1621,  and 
electrical  work  carried  on  in  repair  shops  in  Industry  7621. 

174  MASONRY,  STONEWORK,  TILE  SETTING,  AND  PLASTERING 

1741  Masonry,  stone  setting,  and  other  stonework 

Special  trade  contractors  primarily  engaged  in  masonry  work,  stone  setting, 
and  other  stonework.  This  industry  does  not  include  special  trade  contractors 
primarily  engaged  in  concrete  work  (Industry  1771),  those  engaged  in  founda- 
tion work  (Industry  1794),  or  those  engaged  in  the  construction  of  streets, 
sidewalks,  alleys,  and  driveways  (Industry  1611). 

1742  Plastering  and  lathing 

Special  trade  contractors  primarily  engaged  in  applying  plaster,  plain  or 
ornamental,  including  the  installation  of  lathing  and  other  appurtenances  to 
receive  plaster.

This 
industry  does  not  include  carpentry  work  done  by  general  contractors  engaged 
in  building  construction  (Industry  1511);  general  repair  contractors  engaged 
in  combinations  of  carpentry,  masonry,  and  other  repair  work  (Industry  1511); 
or  carpentry  work  done  in  repair  shops  (Industry  7699).

Special  trade  contractors  primarily  engaged  in  laying,  scraping,  and  finishing 
parquet  and  other  hardwood  flooring.  This  industry  includes  the  installation 
of  asphalt  tile,  linoleum,  ana  mastic  and  resilient  flooring. 

176  ROOFING  AND  SHEET  METAL  WORK 

1761     Roofing  and  sheet  metal  work 

Special  trade  contractors  primarily  engaged  in  the  installation  of  roofing 
and  siding.  This  industry  does  not  include  contractors  engaged  in  sheet 
metal  work  in  connection  with  plumbing,  heating,  or  air  conditioning  (Industry 
1711). 

177  CONCRETE  WORK 
1771     Concrete  work 

Special  trade  contractors  primarily  engaged  in  concrete  work.  This  industry 
does  not  include  concrete  and  cement  work  in  connection  with  roads,  streets, 
and  sidewalks  (Industry  1611),  but  does  include  the  construction  of  residential 
driveways  and  walks.  Concrete  work  incidental  to  contract  construction  of 
foundations  and  concrete  work  included  in  an  excavation  contract  are  classified 
in  Industry  1794. 

178  WATER  WELL  DRILLING 
1781     Water  well  drilling 

179  MISCELLANEOUS  SPECIAL  TRADE  CONTRACTORS 

1791  Structural  steel  erection 

Special  trade  contractors  primarily  engaged  in  the  erection  of  structural 
steel. 

1792  Ornamental  metal  work 

Special  trade  contractors  primarily  engaged  in  the  erection  and  installation 
of  ornamental  metal  work. 

1793  Glass  and  glazing  work

Special  trade  contractors  primarily  engaged  in  the  installation  or  erection 
of  building  equipment,  not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as  elevators,  pneumatic 
tube  systems,  and  dust  collecting  equipment.  The  installation  and  mainte- 
nance of  such  equipment  incident  to  its  sale  by  manufacturers'  sales  branches 
or  dealers  are  classified  in  the  appropriate  Trade  group. 

1799     Special  trade  contractors,  not  elsewhere  classified 

Special  trade  contractors  primarily  engaged  in  contract  work,  not  elsewhere 
classified,  such  as  scaffolding  construction,  house  moving,  installation  or  dis- 
mantling of  machinery  and  other  industrial  equipment,  shoring  work,  water- 
proofing, dampproofing,  fireproofing,  sandblasting  and  steam  cleaning  of 
building  exteriors,  and  insulation  work.

The  Division  as  a  Whole 

The  manufacturing  division  includes  those  establishments  engaged  in  the 
mechanical  or  chemical  tranformation  of  inorganic  or  organic  substances  into 
new  products,  and  usually  described  as  plants,  factories,  or  mills,  which  char- 
acteristically use  power  driven  machines  and  materials  handling  equipment. 
Establishments  engaged  in  assembling  component  parts  of  manufactured 
products  are  also  considered  manufacturing  if  the  new  product  is  neither  a 
structure  nor  other  fixed  improvement. 

The  materials  processed  by  manufacturing  establishments  include  products 
of  agriculture,  forestry,  fishing,  mining,  and  quarrying.  The  fi?>al  product  of  a 
manufacturing  establishment  may  be  "finished"  in  the  sense  that  it  is  ready  for 
utilization  or  consumption,  or  it  may  be  "semifinished"  to  become  a  raw  material 
for  an  establishment  engaged  in  further  manufacturing.  For  example,  the 
product  of  the  copper  smelter  is  the  raw  material  used  in  electrolytic  refineries; 
refined  copper  is  the  raw  material  used  by  copper  wire  mills;  and  copper  wire 
is  the  raw  material  used  by  certain  electrical  equipment  manufacturers. 

The  materials  used  by  manufacturing  establishments  may  be  purchased 
directly  from  producers,  obtained  through  customary  trade  channels,  or  secured 
without  recourse  to  the  market  by  transferring  the  product  from  one  establish- 
ment to  another  which  is  under  the  same  ownership.  Manufacturing  produc- 
tion is  usually  carried  on  for  the  wholesale  market,  for  interplant  transfer,  or  to 
order  for  industrial  users,  rather  than  for  direct  sale  to  the  domestic  consumer. 

Printing,  publishing,  and  industries  servicing  the  printing  trades  are  classi- 
fied as  manufacturing  industries. 

There  are  borderline  cases  between  the  manufacturing  division  and  the 
other  divisions  in  the  classification  system.  Specific  instances  will  be  found  in 
the  descriptions  of  the  individual  industries.  A  few  of  the  more  important 
examples  are: 

Agriculture,  Forestry,  and  Fisheries 

Processing  on  farms  is  not  considered  manufacturing  if  the  raw  materials 
are  grown  on  the  farm  and  if  the  manufacturing  activities  are  on  a  small  scale 
without  the  extensive  use  of  paid  labor.     Other  exclusions  are  custom  grist 
milling,  threshing,  and  cotton  ginning. 
Mining 

The  dressing  and  beneficiating  of  ores,  and  the  breaking,  washing,  and 
grading  of  coal  are  not  considered  manufacturing.

Fabricating  operations  performed  at  the  site  of  construction  by  contractors 
are  not  considered  manufacturing,  but  the  prefabrication  of  sheet  metal, 
concrete,  and  terrazzo  products  and  similar  construction  materials  is  included 
in  the  manufacturing  division. 

Wholesale  and  Retail  Trade 

Establishments  engaged  in  the  following  types  of  operations  are  not  in- 
cluded in  the  manufacturing  division:  assembling,  grading,  and  preparing  fruits 
and  vegetables  for  market;  shelling  and  roasting  nuts;  and  establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  selling,  to  the  general  public,  products  produced  on  the 
same  premises  from  which  they  are  sold,  such  as  bakeries,  candy  stores,  ice 
cream  parlors,  shade  shops,  and  custom  tailors.

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  loading  and  assembling  ammunition 
over  30  mm.  (or  over  1.18  inch). 

1929     Ammunition,  not  elsewhere  classified 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  ammunition,  not  else- 
where classified,  including  bombs,  mines,  torpedoes,  grenades,  depth  charges, 
chemical  warfare  projectiles,  and  their  component  parts.  Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  military  pyrotechnics  are  classified  in 
Industry  2899. 

193  TANKS  AND  TANK  COMPONENTS

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  candy,  including  choco- 
late candy,  salted  nuts,  other  confections  and  related  products.  Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  solid  chocolate  bars  are  classified  in 
Industry  2072,  and  chewing  gum  in  Industry  2073.  Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  manufacturing  confectionery  for  direct  sale  on  the  premises  and 
those  primarily  engaged  in  shelling  and  roasting  nuts  are  classified  in  trade 
industries. 

2072  Chocolate  and  cocoa  products 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  shelling,  roasting,  and  grinding  cocoa 
beans  for  the  purpose  of  making  chocolate  liquor,  from  which  cocoa- powder  and 
cocoa  butter  are  derived,  and  in  the  further  manufacture  of  solid  chocolate 
bars  and  chocolate  coatings.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manu- 
facturing products  except  candy  from  purchased  chocolate  and  cocoa  are  classi- 
fied in  Industry  2099,  and  chocolate  candies  in  Indstry  2071. 

2073  Chewing  gum 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  chewing  gum  or  chewing 
gum  base. 

208  BEVERAGE  INDUSTRIES 

2082  Malt  liquors 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  all  kinds  of  malt  liquors. 
Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  bottling  purchased  malt  liquors  are 
classified  in  trade  industries. 

2083  Malt 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  malt  or  malt  byproducts 
from  barley  or  other  grains. 

2084  Wines,  brandy,  and  brandy  spirits 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  wines,  brandy,  and 
and  brandy  spirits.  This  industry  also  includes  bonded  storerooms  which  are 
engaged  in  blending  wines.  Establishments  primarily  bottling  purchased 
wines,  brandy  and  brandy  spirits,  but  which  do  not  manufacture  wines  and 
brandy  are  classified  in  trade  industries. 

2085  Distilled,  rectified,  and  blended  liquors 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  alcoholic  liquors  by 
distillation  and  rectification,  and  in  manufacturing  cordials  and  alcoholic 
cocktails  by  blending  processes,  or  by  mixing  liquors  and  other  ingredients. 
Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  industrial  alcohol  are 
classified  in  Industry  2818,  and  those  only  bottling  purchased  liquors  in  trade 
industries. 

2086  Bottled  and  canned  soft  drinks  and  carbonated  waters 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  soft  drinks  (non- 
alcoholic beverages)  and  carbonated  waters.  Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  manufacturing  fruit  and  vegetable  juices  are  classified  in  Industry 
2033,  fruit  sirups  for  flavoring  in  Industry  2087,  and  cider  in  Industry  2099. 
Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  bottling  natural  spring  waters  are 
classified  in  trade  industries.

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  soybean  oil,  and 
byproduct  cake  and  meal.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  refining 
soybean  oil  into  edible  cooking  oils  are  classified  in  Industry  2096. 

2093  Vegetable  oil  mills,  except  cottonseed  and  soybean 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  vegetable  oils  and  by- 
product cake  and  meal,  except  cottonseed  and  soybean.  Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  refining  vegetable  oils  into  edible  cooking  oils  are  classi- 
fied in  Industry  2096,  and  those  refining  these  oils  for  medicinal  purposes  in 
Industry  2833.

The  regular  factories  per- 
form all  of  the  usual  manufacturing  functions  within  their  own  plant;  the  contract  factories 
manufacture  apparel  from  materials  owned  by  others;  and  apparel  jobbers  perform  the 
entrepreneurial  functions  of  a  manufacturing  company  such  as  buying  raw  materials, 
designing  and  preparing  samples,  arranging  for  the  manufacture  of  the  garments  from  their 
materials  and  selling  of  the  finished  apparel. 

Custom  tailors  and  dressmakers  not  operating  on  a  factory  basis  are  classified  in  non- 
manufacturing  industries;  establishments  which  purchase  and  resell  finished  garments  but 
do  not  perform  the  functions  of  the  apparel  jobbers  are  classified  in  wholesale  trade  as 
wholesalers  and  dealers.

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  dual  purpose  sleep  furni- 
ture, such  as  studio  couches,  sofa  beds,  and  chair  beds  are  classified  in  Industry 
2515,  regardless  of  the  material  used  in  the  frame. 

2515  Mattresses  and  bedsprings 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  innerspring  mattresses 
box  spring  mattresses  and  noninnerspring  mattresses  containing  felt,  foa 
rubber,  or  any  other  filling  material;  and  assembled  wire  springs  (fabric,  coil 
or  box)  for  use  on  beds,  couches,  and  cots.  This  industry  also  includes  estab 
lishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  dual  purpose  sleep  furniture, 
such  as  studio  couches,  sofa  beds,  and  chair  beds,  regardless  of  the  material 
used  in  the  frame.

Establishments  not  engaged  in  publishing  news- 
papers, but  which  print  or  lithograph  newspapers  for  publishers,  are  classified 
in  Industry  2751  or  Industry  2752.  News  syndicates  are  classified  in  Service 
Industries. 

272  PERIODICALS:  PUBLISHING,  PUBLISHING  AND  PRINTING 
2721     Periodicals:  publishing,  publishing  and  printing 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  publishing  periodicals,  or  in  preparing, 
publishing,  and  printing  periodicals.  These  establishments  carry  on  the 
various  operations  necessary  for  issuing  periodicals,  but  may  or  may  not 
perform  their  own  printing.  Establishments  not  engaged  in  publishing 
periodicals,  but  which  print  or  lithograph  periodicals  for  publishers,  are 
classified  in  Industry  2751  or  Industry  2752. 

273  BOOKS 

2731  Books:  publishing,  publishing  and  printing 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  publishing  only,  or  in  publishing  and 
printing  books  and  pamphlets.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  printing, 
or  in  printing  and  binding  (but  not  publishing)  books  and  pamphlets  are  clas- 
sified in  Industry  2732. 

2732  Book  printing 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  printing  only  or  in  printing  and  binding 
books  and  pamphlets,  but  not  engaged  in  publishing.  Establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  publishing,  or  in  publishing  and  printing  books  and  pamphlets 
are  classified  in  Industry  2731.  Establishments  engaged  in  both  printing  and 
binding  books,  but  primarily  binding  books  printed  elsewhere,  are  classified 
in  Industry  2789.

274  MISCELLANEOUS  PUBLISHING 
2741     Miscellaneous  publishing 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  miscellaneous  pulishing  activities,  not 
elsewhere  classified,  whether  or  not  engaged  in  printing.  Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  offering  financial,  credit,  or  other  business  services  and 
which  may  publish  directories  as  part  of  this  service  are  not  included  in  this 
industry  but  are  classified  in  Service  Industries. 

275  COMMERCIAL  PRINTING 

2751  Commercial  printing,  except  lithographic 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  commercial  or  job  printing,  except 
lithographic.  This  industry  includes  general  printing  shops,  as  well  as  shops 
specializing  in  printing  newspapers  and  periodicals  for  others,  and  those  which 
specialize  in  gravure,  rotogravure,  and  screen  process  printing.  Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  printing  books,  without  publishing,  are  classified 
in  Industry  2732,  and  greeting  cards  in  Industry  2771.  Establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  printing  from  lithographic  plates  are  classified  in  Industry 
2752. 

2752  Commercial  printing,  lithographic 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  printing  by  the  lithographic  process. 
The  greater  part  of  the  work  in  this  industry  is  performed  on  a  job  or  custom 
basis;  but  in  some  cases  lithographed  calendars,  maps,  posters,  decalcomanias, 
etc.,  are  made  for  sale.  Offset  printing,  photo-offset  printing,  and  photo- 
lithographing  are  also  included  in  this  industry.  Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  lithographing  books  and  pamphlets,  without  publishing,  are  classi- 
fied in  Industry  2732,  and  greeting  cards  in  Industry  2771. 

2753  Engraving  and  plate  printing 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  engraving  and  etching  steel,  copper, 
wood,  or  rubber  plates;  in  using  these  plates  to  print  stationery,  visiting  and 
other  cards,  invitations,  maps,  etc.;  and  in  making  woodcuts  for  use  in  printing 
illustrations,  posters,  etc.  Engraving  for  purposes  other  than  printing  is 
classified  in  Industry  3479. 

276  MANIFOLD  BUSINESS  FORMS  MANUFACTURING 
2761     Manifold  business  forms  manufacturing 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  designing  and  printing,  by  any  process, 
special  forms  for  use  in  the  operation  of  a  business,  in  single  and  multiple  sets, 
including  carbonized  or  interleaved  with  carbon  or  otherwise  processed  for 
multiple  reproduction. 

277  GREETING  CARD  MANUFACTURING 
2771     Greeting  card  manufacturing 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  designing,  publishing,  and  printing 
by  any  process  of  greeting  cards  for  all  occasions. 

278  BOOKBINDING  AND  RELATED  INDUSTRIES 
2782     Blankbooks,  loose  leaf  binders  and  devices 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  blankbooks,  loose  leaf 
devices,  and  library  binders;  and  in  ruling  paper. 
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278  BOOKBINDING  AND  RELATED  INDUSTRIES— Continued 
2789     Bookbinding,  and  miscellaneous  related  work 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  edition,  trade,  job,  and  library  book- 
binding; in  book  or  paper  bronzing,  gilding,  and  edging;  in  map  and  sample 
mounting;  and  other  services  related  to  bookbinding.  Establishments  pri- 
marily binding  books  printed  elsewhere  are  classified  in  this  industry,  but  those 
primarily  binding  books  printed  in  the  same  establishment  are  classified  in 
Group  273. 

279  SERVICE  INDUSTRIES  FOR  THE  PRINTING  TRADE 

2791     Typesetting 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  typesetting  for  the  trade,  including 
advertisement  typesetting. 

2793  Photoengraving 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  preparing  photoengraved  plates 
(halftones  and  line  cuts).  These  establishments  do  not,  as  a  rule,  print  from 
the  plates  which  they  make,  but  prepare  them  for  use  by  others. 

2794  Electrotyping  and  stereotyping 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  preparing  electrotype  and  stereotype 
plates;  These  establishments  do  not,  as  a  rule,  print  from  the  plates  which 
they  make,  but  prepare  them  for  use  by  others. 

2799     Service  industries  for  the  printing  trades,  not  elsewhere  classified. 


Major  Group  28.— CHEMICALS  AND  ALLIED  PRODUCTS 

THE  MAJOR  GROUP  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  major  group  includes  establishments  producing  basic  chemicals,  and  establishments 
manufacturing  products  by  predominantly  chemical  processes.  Establishments  classified 
in  this  major  group  manufacture  three  general  classes  of  products:  (1)  basic  chemicals  such 
as  acids,  alkalies,  salts,  and  organic  chemicals;  (2)  chemical  products  to  be  used  in  further 
manufacture  such  as  synthetic  fibers,  plastics  materials,  dry  colors,  and  pigments;  (3)  finished 
chemical  products  to  be  used  for  ultimate  consumption  such  as  drugs,  cosmetics,  and  soaps; 
or  to  be  used  as  materials  or  supplies  in  other  industries  such  as  paints,  fertilizers,  and 
explosives.  The  mining  of  natural  rock  salt  is  classified  in  mining  industries.  Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  nonferrous  metals  and  high  percentage  ferroalloys 
are  classified  in  Major  Group  33;  silicon  carbide  in  Major  Group  32;  baking  powder,  other 
leavening  compounds,  and  starches  in  Major  Group  20;  and  embalming  fluids  and  artists' 
colors  in  Major  Group  39.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  packaging,  repackaging, 
and  bottling  of  purchased  chemical  products,  but  not  engaged  in  manufacturing  chemicals 
and  allied  products,  are  classified  in  trade  industries.

281  INDUSTRIAL  INORGANIC  AND  ORGANIC  CHEMICALS 

This  group  includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing 
basic  industrial  inorganic  and  organic  chemicals.  Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  manufacturing  formulated  agricultural  pesticides  are  classified  in 
Industry  2873 ;  organic  and  inorganic  medicinal  chemicals,  drugs  and  medicines 
in  Industry  2833;  wood  distillation  products  and  naval  stores  in  Group  286; 
and  soap,  glycerin  (except  synthetic),  and  cosmetics  in  Group  284. 

2812  Alkalies  and  chlorine 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  alkalies  and  chlorine. 

2813  Industrial  gases 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  gases  for  sale  in  com- 
pressed, liquid,  and  solid  forms.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manu- 
facturing fluorine,  ammonia,  and  sulfur  dioxide  are  classified  in  Industry  2819; 
and  chlorine  in  Industry  2812.  Distributors  of  industrial  gases  and  estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  shipping  liquid  oxygen  are  classified  in 
trade. 

2814  Cyclic  (coal  tar)  crudes 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  crudes  from  coal  tar. 
Such  crudes  include  (1)  light  oils  and  light  oil  products;  (2)  coal  tar  acids; 
and  (3)  products  of  medium  and  heavy  oil  such  as  creosote  oil,  naphthalene, 
anthracene,  and  their  higher  homologues,  and  tar.  Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  manufacturing  coal  tar  crudes  in  chemical  recovery  ovens  are  classi- 
fied in  Industry  3312,  and  petroleum  refineries  which  produce  such  products 
in  Industry  2911.

2815  Dyes,  dye  (cyclic)  intermediates,  and  organic  pigments  (lakes  and  toners) 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  cyclic  organic  inter- 
mediates, dyes,  color  lakes  and  toners.  Important  products  of  this  industry 
include:  (1)  derivatives  of  benzene,  toluene,  naphthalene,  anthracene,  pyridine, 
carbazole  and  other  cyclic  chemical  products;  (2)  synthetic  organic  dyes; 
and  (3)  synthetic  organic  pigments. 

2816  Inorganic  pigments 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  inorganic  pigments. 
Important  products  of  this  industry  include  black  pigments  (except  carbon 
black,  Industry  2895),  white  pigments  and  color  pigments.  Organic  color 
pigments  are  classified  in  Industry  2815. 

2818  Industrial  organic  chemicals,  not  elsewhere  classified 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  industrial  organic 
chemicals  not  elsewhere  classified.  Important  products  of  this  industry 
include:  (1)  non-cyclic  organic  chemicals  such  as  acetic,  chloroacetic,  adipic, 
formic,  oxalic  and  tartaric  acids  and  their  metallic  salts;  chloral,  formaldehyde 
and  methylamine;  (2)  solvents  such  as  amyl,  butyl  and  ethyl  alcohols;  methanol; 
amyl,  butyl  and  ethyl  acetates;  ethyl  ether,  ethylene  glycol  ether  and  diethylene 
glycol  ether;  acetone,  carbon  disulfide  and  chlorinated  solvents  such  as  carbon 
tetrachloride,  perchloroethylene  and  trichloroethylene;  (3)  polyhydric  alcohols 
such  as  ethylene  glycol,  sorbitol,  pentaerythritol,  synthetic  glycerin;  (4) 
synthetic  perfume  and  flavoring  materials  such  as  coumarin,  methyl  salicylate, 
saccharin,  citral,  citronellal,  synthetic  geraniol,  ionone,  terpineol,  and  synthetic 
vanillin;  (5)  rubber  processing  chemicals  such  as  accelerators  and  antioxidants, 
both  cyclic  and  acyclic;  (6)  plasticizers,  both  cyclic  and  acyclic,  such  as  esters 
of  phosphoric  acid,  phthalic  anhydride,  adipic  acid,  lauric  acid,  oleic  acid, 
sebacic  acid,  and  stearic  acid;  (7)  synthetic  tanning  agents  such  as  naphthalene 
sulfonic  acid  condensates;  (8)  chemical  warfare  gases;  and  (9)  esters,  amines, 
etc.  of  polyhydric  alcohols  and  fatty  and  other  acids.  Establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  manufacturing  plastic  materials  and  nonvulcanizable 
elastomers  are  classified  in  Industry  2821;  synthetic  rubber  in  Industry  2822; 
essential  oils  in  Industry  2899;  wood  distillation  products,  naval  stores,  and 
natural  dyeing  and  tanning  materials  in  Group  286;  rayon  and  other  synthetic 
fibers  in  Industries  2823  and  2824;  specialty  cleaning,  polishing  and  sanitation 
preparations  in  Industry  2842;  and  paints  and  pigments  in  Group  285.  Dis- 
tilleries engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  grain  alcohol  for  beverage  purposes 
are  classified  in  Industry  2085. 

2819  Industrial  inorganic  chemicals,  not  elsewhere  classified 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  industrial  inorganic 
chemicals  not  elsewhere  classified.  Important  products  of  this  industry 
include  inorganic  salts  of  sodium  (excluding  refined  sodium  chloride),  potas- 
sium, aluminum,  calcium,  chromium,  magnesium,  mercury,  nickel,  silver,  tin; 
inorganic  compounds  such  as  alums,  calcium  carbide,  hydrogen  peroxide, 
phosphates,  sodium  silicate,  ammonia  compounds  and  anhydrous  ammonia; 
fertilizer  materials  such  as  muriate  and  sulfate  of  potash;  rare  earth  metal 
salts  and  elemental  bromine,  fluorine,  iodine,  phosphorus,  and  alkali  metals 
(sodium,  potassium,  lithium,  etc.). 
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282  PLASTICS  MATERIALS  AND  SYNTHETIC  RESINS,  SYNTHETIC  RUB- 

BER,   SYNTHETIC    AND    OTHER    MAN-MADE    FIBERS,   EXCEPT 
GLASS 

This  group  includes  chemical  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manu- 
facturing plastics  materials  and  synthetic  resins,  synthetic  rubbers,  and 
cellulosic  and  man-made  organic  fibers.  Establishments  primarily  engaged 
in  the  manufacture  of  rubber  products  and  those  primarily  engaged  in  the 
fabrication  of  miscellaneous  plastics  products,  are  classified  in  Major  Group  30; 
and  textile  mills  primarily  engaged  in  throwing,  spinning,  weaving,  or  knitting 
manufactured  fibers  are  classified  in  Major  Group  22. 

2821  Plastics  materials,  synthetic  resins,  and  nonvulcanizable  elastomers 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  synthetic  resins, 
plastics  materials,  and  nonvulcanizable  elastomers.  Important  products  of 
this  industry  include:  cellulose  plastic  materials;  phenolic  and  other  tar  acid 
resins;  urea  and  melamine  resins;  vinyl  resins;  styrene  resins;  alkyd  resins; 
acrylic  resins;  polyethylene  resins;  rosin  modified  resins;  cqumarone-indene 
and  petroleum  polymer  resins;  and  miscellaneous  resins  including  polyamid 
resins,  silicones,  polyisobutylenes,  polyesters;  vulcanized  fiber;  casein  plastics; 
and  regenerated  cellulose.  This  classification  does  not  include  nonchemical 
manufacturers  who  merely  purchase  resin  or  plastics  materials  to  produce 
fabricated  plastics  products,  film,  and  sheets  which  are  classified  in  Industry 
3079. 

2822  Synthetic  rubber  (vulcanizable  elastomers) 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  synthetic  rubber  by 
polymerization  or  copolymerization.  An  elastomer  for  the  purpose  of  this 
classification  is  a  rubber-like  material  capable  of  vulcanization,  such  as  copoly- 
mers of  butadiene  and  styrene,  or  butadiene  and  acrylonitrile,  polybutadienes, 
chloroprene  rubbers,  and  isobutylene-isoprene  copolymers.  Butadiene  copoly- 
mers containing  less  than  50%  butadiene  are  classified  in  Industry  2821. 
Chlorinated  rubber  and  cyclized  rubbers  are  considered  as  semifinished 
products,  and  are  classified  in  Industry  3069. 

2823  Cellulosic  man-made  fibers 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  cellulosic  fibers  (in- 
cluding cellulose  acetate  and  regenerated  cellulose  such  as  rayon  by  the  viscose 
or  cuprammonium  process)  in  the  form  of  monofilament,  yarn,  staple  or  tow 
suitable  for  further  manufacturing  on  spindles,  looms,  knitting  machines  or 
other  textile  processing  equipment.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
manufacturing  textile  glass  fibers  are  classified  in  Industry  3229. 

2824  Synthetic  organic  fibers,  except  cellulosic 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  synthetic  organic 
fibers  except  cellulosic  (including  those  of  regenerated  proteins,  and  of  polymers 
or  copolymers  of  such  components  as  vinyl  chloride,  vinylidene  chloride,  linear 
esters,  vinyl  alcohols,  acrylonitrile,  ethylenes,  amides,  and  related  polymeric 
materials)  in  the  form  of  monofilament,  yarn,  staple  or  tow  suitable  for  further 
manufacturing  on  spindles,  looms,  knitting  machines  or  other  textile  processing 
equipment.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  textile 
glass  fibers  are  classified  in  Industry  3229. 
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283  DRUGS 

This  group  includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing, 
fabricating,  or  processing  medicinal  chemicals  and  pharmaceutical  products. 
Also  included  in  this  group  are  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  grad- 
ing, grinding,  and  milling  of  botanicals. 

2831     Biological  products 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  production  of  bacterial  and  virus 
vaccines,  toxoids  and  analogous  products  (such  as  allergenic  extracts),  serums, 
plasmas,  and  other  blood  derivatives  for  human  or  veterinary  use. 

2833  Medicinal  chemicals  and  botanical  products 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  (1)  manufacturing  bulk  organic  and 
inorganic  chemicals  and  their  derivatives;  and  (2)  processing  (grading,  grinding, 
and  milling)  bulk  botanical  drugs  and  herbs.  Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  manufacturing  agar-agar  and  similar  products  of  natural  origin, 
endocrine  products,  manufacturing  or  isolating  basic  vitamins,  and  isolating 
active  medicinal  principles  such  as  alkaloids  from  botanical  drugs  and  herbs 
are  also  included  in  this  industry. 

2834  Pharmaceutical  preparations 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing,  fabricating,  or  process- 
ing drugs  in  pharmaceutical  preparations  for  human  or  veterinary  use.  The 
greater  part  of  the  products  of  these  establishments  are  finished  in  the  form 
intended  for  final  consumption,  such  as  ampoules,  tablets,  capsules,  ointments, 
medicinal  powders,  solutions,  and  suspensions.  Products  of  this  industry 
consist  of  two  important  lines,  namely:  (1)  pharmaceutical  preparations 
promoted  primarily  to  the  dental,  medical,  or  veterinary  professions;  and  (2) 
pharmaceutical  preparations  promoted  primarily  to  the  public. 

284  SOAP,  DETERGENTS  AND  CLEANING  PREPARATIONS,  PERFUMES, 

COSMETICS,  AND  OTHER  TOILET  PREPARATIONS 

This  group  includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing 
soap  and  other  detergents  and  in  producing  glycerin  from  vegetable  and  animal 
fats  and  oils;  specialty  cleaning,  polishing,  and  sanitation  preparations;  and 
surface  active  preparations  used  as  emulsifiers,  wetting  agents,  and  finishing 
agents,  including  sulfonated  oils;  and  perfumes,  cosmetics,  and  other  toilet 
preparations. 

2841  Soap  and  other  detergents,  except  specialty  cleaners 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  soap,  synthetic  organic 
detergents,  inorganic  alkaline  detergents,  or  any  combination  thereof,  and 
establishments  producing  crude  and  refined  glycerin  from  vegetable  and  animal 
fats  and  oils.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  shampoos 
or  shaving  products,  whether  from  soap  or  synthetic  detergents,  are  classified 
in  Industry  2844;  and  synthetic  glycerin  in  Industry  2818. 

2842  Specialty  cleaning,  polishing,  and  sanitation  preparations,  except  soap  and 

detergents 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  furniture,  metal,  and 
other  polishes;  waxes  and  dressings  for  fabricated  leather  and  other  materials; 
household,  institutional  and  industrial  plant  disinfectants  and  deodorants; 
dry  cleaning  preparations;  and  other  sanitation  preparations. 
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284  SOAP,  DETERGENTS  AND  CLEANING  PREPARATIONS,  PERFUMES, 

COSMETICS,   AND   OTHER  TOILET  PREPARATIONS— Continued 

2843  Surface  active  agents,  finishing  agents,  sulfonated  oils  and  assistants 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  producing  surface  active  preparations 
for  use  as  wetting  agents,  emulsifiers,  and  penetrants.  Establishments 
engaged  in  producing  sulfonated  oils  and  fats  and  related  products  are  also 
included. 

2844  Perfumes,  cosmetics,  and  other  toilet  preparations 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  perfumes  (natural  and 
synthetic),  cosmetics,  and  other  toilet  preparations.  This  industry  also 
includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  blending  and  compounding  per- 
fume bases;  and  those  manufacturing  shampoos  and  shaving  products,  whether 
from  soap  or  synthetic  detergents.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
manufacturing  synthetic  perfume  and  flavoring  materials  are  classified  in 
Industry  2818,  and  essential  oils  in  Industry  2899. 

285  PAINTS,   VARNISHES,   LACQUERS,   ENAMELS,   AND   ALLIED   PROD- 

UCTS 

This  group  includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing 
paints,  varnishes,  lacquers  and  enamels;  whiting,  wood  fillers,  and  allied  paint 
products;  and  inorganic  color  pigments.  Establishments  primarily  engaged 
in  manufacturing  carbon  black  are  classified  in  Industry  2895,  bone  black 
and  lamp  black  in  Industry  2816,  organic  color  pigments  in  Industry  2815, 
plastic  materials  in  Industry  2821,  and  printing  ink  in  Industry  2893. 

2851  Paints,  varnishes,  lacquers,  and  enamels 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  paints  (in  paste  and 
ready  mixed  form),  varnishes,  lacquers,  enamels  and  shellac.  Important 
products  of  this  industry  include  oil  and  alkyd  vehicle  paints  (in  paste,  semi- 
paste  and  ready  mixed  form) ;  water  thinned  paints  (in  dry,  paste  and  semi- 
paste  form);  varnishes;  clear  and  pigmented  lacquers,  enamels,  and  shellac; 
and  allied  products.  *  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing 
plastics  materials  are  classified  in  Industry  2821,  and  artists'  oil  and  water 
colors  in  Industry  3952. 

2852  Putty,  calking  compounds,  and  allied  products 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  putties  and  calking 
compounds;  wood  fillers  and  sealers;  paint  and  varnish  removers;  paint  brush 
cleaners  and  allied  paint  products. 

286  GUM  AND  WOOD  CHEMICALS 
2861     Gum  and  wood  chemicals 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  hardwood  and  soft- 
wood distillation  products,  wood  and  gum  naval  stores,  charcoal,  natural 
dyestuffs,  and  natural  tanning  materials.

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  formulation  and  preparation  of 
ready-to-use  agricultural  pest  control  chemicals,  including  insecticides,  fungi- 
cides, rodenticides,  and  herbicides  from  technical  chemicals  or  concentrates. 
Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  basic  or  technical  agri- 
cultural pest  control  chemicals  including  insecticides,  fungicides,  rodenticides 
and  herbicides,  such  as  lead  and  calcium  arsenates,  copper  sulphate,  DDT, 
BHC,  2,4- D,  carbamates,  etc.,  are  classified  in  Group  281.  Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  the  production  of  concentrates  which  require  further 
processing  before  use  as  agricultural  pest  control  chemicals  are  classified  in 
Industry  2879;  and  household  pesticides  in  Industry  2842. 

2879     Agricultural  chemicals,  not  elsewhere  classified 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  or  formulating  mis- 
cellaneous agricultural  chemicals  not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as  minor  or 
trace  elements,  soil  conditioners,  etc.  Establishments  primarily  engaged 
in  the  production  of  concentrates  which  require  further  processing  before  use 
as  agricultural  pesticides  are  also  included  in  this  industry.  Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  agricultural  lime  products  are  classified 
in  Major  Group  32.

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  carbon  black  (channel 
and  furnace  black). 

2899     Chemicals  and  chemical  preparations,  not  elsewhere  classified 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  miscellaneous  chemical 
preparations  not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as  essential  oils,  bluing,  laundry 
sours,  writing  and  stamp  pad  inks;  industrial  compounds,  such  as  boiler  and 
heat  insulating  compounds,  metal,  oil  and  water  treating  compounds,  water- 
proofing compounds  and  chemical  supplies  for  foundries.

3461     Metal  stampings 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  metal  stampings  by 
the  use  of  tools,  dies,  jigs  and  fixtures  to  punch,  draw,  form,  or  otherwise 
modify  materials  under  pressure  in  a  machine  (primarily  punch  and  draw 
presses) . 

347  COATING,  ENGRAVING,  AND  ALLIED  SERVICES 
3471     Electroplating,  plating,  polishing,  anodizing  and  coloring 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  all  types  of  electroplating,  plating, 
anodizing,  coloring,  and  finishing  of  metals  and  formed  products  for  the  trade.

3479     Coating,  engraving,  and  allied  services,  not  elsewhere  classified 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  performing  the  following  types  of 
services  on  metals:  (1)  enameling,  lacquering,  and  varnishing  metal  products 
for  the  trade;  (2)  hot  dip  galvanizing  of  mill  sheets,  plates  and  bars,  castings, 
and  formed  products  fabricated  of  iron  and  steel;  in  hot  dip  coating  such  items 
with  aluminum,  lead,  or  zinc;  in  retinning  cans  and  utensils;  (3)  in  engraving, 
chasing  and  etching  jewelry,  silverware,  notarial  and  other  seals,  and  other 
metal  products  for  the  trade  and  for  job  contracting  for  purposes  other  than 
printing:  (4)  and  other  metal  services,  not  elsewhere  classified.  Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  electroplating,  plating,  polishing,  anodizing, 
coloring,  and  finishing  of  metals  and  formed  products  for  the  trade  are  classified 
in  Industry  3471;  and  those  producing  porcelain  enameled  products  in  In- 
dustry 3461. 

348  MISCELLANEOUS  FABRICATED  WIRE  PRODUCTS 

3481     Miscellaneous  fabricated  wire  products 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  miscellaneous  fabri- 
cated wire  products  from  purchased  wire.  Rolling  mills  engaged  in  manu- 
facturing wire  products  are  classified  in  Major  Group  33;  establishments 
manufacturing  nonferrous  wire  nails  and  spikes  in  Industry  3399;  those  draw- 
ing and  insulating  nonferrous  wire  in  Industry  3357;  and  those  assembling 
wire  bedsprings  or  seats  are  classified  in  Major  Group  25. 
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349  MISCELLANEOUS  FABRICATED  METAL  PRODUCTS 

3491  Metal  shipping  barrels,  drums,  kegs,  and  pails 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  ferrous  and  nonferrous 
shipping  barrels,  drums,  kegs,  and  pails. 

3492  Safes  and  vaults 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  fire  or  burglary  resistive 
steel  safes  and  vaults  (except  concrete  grave  vaults — Industry  3272,  and 
metal  grave  vaults — Industry  3988),  and  similar  fire  or  burglary  resistive 
products. 

3493  Steel  springs 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  leaf  springs,  hot  wound 
springs,  and  coiled  flat  springs.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manu- 
facturing wire  springs  are  classified  in  Industry  3481,  and  rolling  mills  manu- 
facturing steel  springs  in  Industry  3312. 

3494  Valves  and  pipe  fittings,  except  plumbers'  brass  goods 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  valves  for  controlling 
the  flow  of  liquids  or  gases  in  pipes  and  mains,  and  for  machinery.  Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  faucets,  spigots,  and  similar 
plumbers'  brass  goods  and  fittings  are  classified  in  Industry  3432. 

3496  Collapsible  tubes 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  collapsible  tubes 
defined  as  cylindrical  containers  for  viscous  products,  made  of  thin  flexible 
metal,  usually  of  tin,  tin  lined  lead,  lead,  lead-tin  alloy,  or  aluminum,  with 
integral  shoulder  and  neck,  provided  with  an  appropriate  size  opening  in  the 
throat,  and  usually  with  a  screw  cap  made  of  plastic  material  for  closure  over 
the  neck.

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  fabricating  pipe  and  pipe  fittings  from 
purchased  pipe,  by  cutting,  threading,  bending,  etc.  Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  manufacturing  cast  iron  pipe  and  fittings,  including  cast  and  forged 
pipe  fittings  which  have  been  machined  and  threaded,  are  classified  in  Industry 
3321;  welded  and  heavy  riveted  pipe  in  Industry  3317;  and  seamless  steel  pipe 
in  Industry  3317. 

3499  Fabricated  metal  products,  not  elsewhere  classified 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  fabricated  metal 
products,  not  elsewhere  classified.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
manufacturing  advertising  novelties  are  classified  in  Industry  3993 


Major  Group  35.— MACHINERY,  EXCEPT  ELECTRICAL 

THE  MAJOR  GROUP  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  major  group  includes  establishments  engaged  in  manufacturing  machinery  and 
equipment,  other  than  electrical  equipment  (Major  Group  36)  and  transportation  equipment 
(Major  Group  37).  Machines  powered  by  built-in  or  detachable  motors  ordinarily  are 
included  in  this  major  group,  with  the  exception  of  electrical  household  appliances  (Major 
Group  36).

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  man- 
ufacturing industrial  trucks,  tractors,  and  trailers  used  for  handling  materials 
in  industrial  plants,  depots,  and  docks  are  classified  in  Industry  3537:  and  farm 
hand  tools  in  Group  342.

3531     Construction  machinery  and  equipment 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  heavy  machinery  and 
equipment  used  by  the  construction  industries,  such  as  bulldozers;  concrete 
mixers;  cranes,  except  industrial  plant;  dredging  machinery;  pavers,  and 
power  shovels.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  mining 
equipment  are  classified  in  Industry  3532,  and  well  drilling  machinery  in 
Industry  3533.

Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  commercial  conveyor  systems  and 
equipment  are  classified  in  Industry  3535,  and  farm  elevators  in  Industry 
3522. 

3535  Conveyors  and  conveying  equipment 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  conveyors  and  conveying 
equipment  for  installation  in  factories,  warehouses,  mines,  and  other  industrial 
and  commercial  establishments.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manu- 
facturing passenger  or  freight  elevators,  dumb  waiters,  and  moving  stairways 
are  classified  in  Industry  3534;  and  overhead  traveling  cranes  and  monorail 
systems  in  Industry  3536.

Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  manufacturing  motor  vehicles  and  motor  vehicle  type  trailers  are 
classified  in  Group  371;  farm  type  wheel  tractors  in  Industry  3522;  wheel 
tractor  shovel  loaders,  track  laying  tractors  in  Industry  3531;  and  wood  pallets 
and  skids  in  Industry  2499.

3541  Machine  tools,  metal  cutting  types 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  power  driven  machines, 
not  supported  in  the  hands  of  an  operator  when  in  use,  that  shape  metal  by 
cutting  away  chips;  the  rebuilding  of  such  machine  tools,  and  the  manufacture 
of  replacement  parts  for  them.  Metalworking,  or  primarily  metalworking, 
machine  tools  designed  primarily  for  home  workshops  are  also  included. 
Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  electric  welding 
equipment  are  classified  in  Industry  3623;  and  portable  power  driven  hand 
tools,  machinery  and  gas  welding  and  cutting  equipment,  and  automotive 
maintenance  equipment  in  Industry  3548.

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  power  driven  machines, 
not  supported  in  the  hands  of  an  operator  while  in  use,  for  pressing,  forging, 
hammering,  extruding,  shearing,  bending  or  die  casting  metal  into  shape. 
This  industry  also  includes  rebuilding  such  machine  tools  and  manufacturing 
repair  parts  for  them.

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  metalworking  machinery 
suoh  as  rolling  mill  machinery  and  equipment,  power  driven  hand  tools,  welding 
equipment,  wire  fabricating  machinery  and  equipment,  and  automotive 
maintenance  machinery  and  equipment.  Establishments  primarily  engaged 
in  manufacturing  machine  tools,  metal  cutting  types,  are  classified  in  Industry 
3541,  and  those  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  machine  tools,  metal 
forming  types,  in  Industry  3542.

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  machinery  for  the  tex- 
tile industries,  and  extra  parts,  attachments,  and  accessories.  Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  domestic  or  industrial  sewing  machines  are 
classified  in  Industry  3636. 

3553  Woodworking  machinery 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  machinery  for  saw- 
mills, planing  mills,  cabinet  and  furniture  makers,  pattern  makers,  and  veneer 
workers.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  hand  tools 
such  as  planes,  axes,  drawknives,  and  hand  saws  are  classified  in  Group  342; 
and  portable  power  driven  hand  tools  in  Industry  3548. 

3554  Paper  industries  machinery 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  machinery  for  the 
paper  pulp,  paper,  and  paper  product  industries.  Establishments  primarily

3555  Printing  trades  machinery  and  equipment

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  typewriters  and  parts. 
3576     Scales  and  balances,  except  laboratory 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  weighing  and  force 
measuring  machines  and  devices  of  all  types,  except  those  regarded  as  scientific 
appartus  for  laboratory  and  experimental  work  which  are  classified  in  Industry 
3811. 

3579     Office  machines,  not  elsewhere  classified 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  office  machines  and 
devices,  not  elsewhere  classified.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manu- 
facturing computing  machines  and  cash  registers  are  classified  in  Industry 
3571,  typewriters  in  Industry  3572,  and  photocopy  and  microfilm  equipment 
in  Industrv  3861.

3585  Refrigerators;  refrigeration  machinery,  except  household;  and  complete  air 

conditioning  units 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  equipment  and  systems 
utilizing  the  basic  refrigeration  cycle,  including  mechanical  and  absorption 
refrigerators  for  commercial  and  industrial  use;  refrigeration  machinery;  and 
complete  air  conditioning  units  for  domestic,  commercial,  and  industrial  use. 
Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  soda  fountains  and  beer 
dispensing  equipment  are  classified  in  this  industry,  and  those  primarily 
engaged  in  manufacturing  household  refrigerators  and  home  and  farm  freezers 
in  Industry  3632. 

3586  Measuring  and  dispensing  pumps

The  Division  as  a  Whole 


This  division  includes  enterprises  engaged  in  passenger  and  freight  transportation  by 
railway,  highway,  water,  or  air,  or  furnishing  services  related  to  transportation;  petroleum 
pipe  line  transportation;  warehousing;  telephone  and  telegraph  communication  services; 
radio  broadcasting  and  television;  and  the  supplying  of  electricity,  gas,  steam,  water,  or 
sanitary  services.  Industries  assigned  to  this  division  are  to  a  large  extent  regarded  legally 
as  having  a  semipublic  character.  Most  of  the  establishments  included  are  regulated  by 
commissions  or  other  public  authorities  as  to  the  rates  or  prices  they  may  charge  and  the 
services  they  may  render.  The  workers  and  physical  facilities  of  an  enterprise  classifiable 
in  this  division  are  often  distributed  over  an  extensive  geographic  area. 
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Major  Group  40.— RAILROAD  TRANSPORTATION 

This  major  group  includes  companies  furnishing  transportation  by  line-haul  railroad, 
and  certain  services  allied  to  rail  transportation,  such  as  sleeping  and  dining  car  services, 
railway  express,  and  switching  and  terminal  companies.  Railway  companies  serving  a 
single  municipality,  contiguous  municipalities,  or  a  municipality  and  its  suburban  areas  are 
classified  in  Major  Group  41.

Major  Group  50.— WHOLESALE  TRADE 

THE  MAJOR  GROUP  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  division  includes  establishments  or  places  of  business  primarily  engaged  in  selling 
merchandise  to  retailers;  to  industrial,  commercial,  institutional,  or  professional  users;  or  to 
other  wholesalers;  or  acting  as  agents  in  buying  merchandise  for  or  selling  merchandise  to 
such  persons  or  companies.  The  principal  types  of  establishments  included  are:  (1)  merchant 
wholesalers — wholesalers  who  take  title  to  the  goods  they  sell  such  as  wholesale  merchants 
or  jobbers,  industrial  distributors,  voluntary  group  wholesalers,  exporters,  importers,  cash- 
and-carry  wholesalers,  drop  shippers,  wagon  distributors,  retailer  cooperative  warehouses, 
terminal  elevators,  and  cooperative  buying  associations;  (2)  sales  branches  and  sales  offices 
(but  not  retail  stores)  maintained  by  manufacturing  or  mining  enterprises  apart  from  their 
plants  or  mines  for  the  purpose  of  marketing  their  products;  (3)  agents,  merchandise  or 
commodity  brokers,  and  commission  merchants;  (4)  petroleum  bulk  stations;  and  (5) 
assemblers,  buyers,  and  associations  engaged  in  the  cooperative  marketing  of  farm  products. 

The  chief  functions  of  establishments  included  in  wholesale  trade  are  selling  goods  to 
trading  establishments,  or  to  industrial,  commercial,  institutional,  and  professional  users; 
and  bringing  buyer  and  seller  together.  In  addition  to  selling,  functions  frequently  performed 
by  wholesale  establishments  include  maintaining  inventories  of  goods;  extending  credit; 
physically  assembling,  sorting,  and  grading  goods  in  large  lots;  breaking  bulk  and  redistri- 
bution in  smaller  lots;  delivery;  refrigeration;  and  various  types  of  promotion,  such  as 
advertising  and  label  designing.

5022     Drugs,  drug  proprietaries,  and  druggists'  sundries 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  drugs, 
drug  proprietaries,  druggists'  sundries,  and  toiletries.

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  dry  goods, 
piece  goods,  and  notions.  This  industry  does  not  include  establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  home  furnishings  classified  in 
Industry  5097;  and  ready-to-wear  clothing,  furnishings  and  accessories  classi- 
fied in  Industries  5035  and  5039. 

5035     Apparel  and  accessories,  hosiery,  and  lingerie 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  apparel 
and  accessories,  hosiery,  and  lingerie.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
the  wholesale  distribution  of  shoes  are  classified  in  Industry  5039. 

5039     Footwear 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  footwear 
of  leather,  rubber  and  other  materials.

5042  Groceries,  general  line 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  a  general 
line  of  groceries.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  roasting  coffee,  and 
establishments  primarily  engaged  in  blending  tea  or  grinding  and  packaging 
spices  are  classified  in  Major  Group  20. 

5043  Dairy  products  x 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  dairy 
products,  such  as  butter,  cheese,  ice  cream  and  ices,  and  fluid  milk  and  cream. 
This  industry  does  not  include  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  pasteur- 
izing and  bottling  milk  which  are  classified  in  Group  202.

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  fresh  fruits 
and  vegetables. 

5049  Groceries  and  related  products,  not  elsewhere  classified 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  groceries 
and  related  products,  not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as  bakery  products,  bever- 
age concentrates,  breakfast  cereals,  canned  goods,  green  or  roasted  coffee, 
flour,  fruit  peel,  packaged  frozen  meat,  oleomargarine,  pickles,  preserves, 
jams,  jellies,  sauces,  spices,  refined  sugar,  tea,  and  yeast.  Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  roasting  and  shelling  nuts,  in  the  wholesale  distribution 
of  soft  drinks,  and  in  bottling  and  distributing  natural  spring  and  mineral 
waters  are  classified  in  this  industry,  but  establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
bottling  soft  drinks  are  classified  in  Major  Group  20.  This  industry  does  not 
include  farm  products — raw  materials  (Group  505),  or  beer,  wine,  and  distilled 
alcoholic  beverages  (Industry  5095). 

FARM  PRODUCTS— RAW  MATERIALS 
5051     Farm  products — raw  materials 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  wholesale  distribution  of  farm  product 
raw  materials,  most  of  which  are  used  in  manufacturing  industries,  such  as 
cotton,  grain,  hides,  skins,  and  raw  furs;  raw  silk;  leaf  tobacco;  wool  and 
mohair;  livestock;  horses  and  mules;  and  similar  products. 

ELECTRICAL  GOODS 

This  group  includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale 
distribution  of  electrical  generating,  distributing,  and  wiring  equipment.  It 
also  includes  household  appliances  whether  electrically,  manually,  or  mechani- 
cally powered,  such  as  washing  machines  powered  by  gasoline  motors  and 
sewing  machines  powered  manually.  This  group  does  not  include  electrical 
commercial  and  industrial  machines  (i.  e.,  those  in  which  electricity  does  the 
work  directly,  such  as  heating,  turning  a  shaft,  or  ionizing  a  substance),  or 
electrically  powered  commercial  and  industrial  machines  which  are  classified 
in  Group  508.

5062  Electrical  merchandise,  general  line 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  a  general 
line  of  electrical  goods,  including  apparatus  and  equipment,  wiring  supplies 
and  construction  materials,  appliances,  television  and  radio  sets,  and  self- 
contained  air  conditioning  units.  This  industry  does  not  include  automotive 
electrical  equipment  which  is  classified  in  Industry  5013. 

5063  Electrical  apparatus  and  equipment,  wiring  supplies  and  construction  materials 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  electrical 
power  equipment  for  the  generation,  transmission,  or  utilization  of  electric 
energy;  and  electrical  construction  materials  for  outside  power  transmission 
lines  and  for  electrical  systems.  This  industry  does  not  include  establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  radios,  television 
sets,  electric  refrigerators,  and  other  household  electrical  appliances  which 
are  classified  in  Industry  5064.  Construction  contractors  primarily  engaged 
in  installing  electrical  systems  and  equipment  from  their  own  stock  are  classi- 
fied in  Industry  1731. 

5064  Electrical  appliances,  television  and  radio  sets 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  radio 
and  television  sets  and  household  electrical  appliances. 

5065  Electronic  parts  and  equipment 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  wholesale  distribution  of  electronic 
parts  and  equipment,  such  as  radio  and  television  receiving  and  transmitting, 
and  industrial  electronic  tubes;  electronic  intercommunication  equipment; 
radio  parts  and  accessories;  and  electronic  sound  equipment. 

507  HARDWARE,    AND    PLUMBING    AND    HEATING    EQUIPMENT    AND 

SUPPLIES 

5072     Hardware 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  hardware 
except  automobile  hardware  (Industry  5013). 

5074     Plumbing  and  heating  equipment  and  supplies 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  plumbing 
and  heating  equipment  and  supplies  to  be  installed  in  residential  and  commer 
cial  buildings.  Construction  contractors  primarily  engaged  in  installing 
plumbing  and  heating  equipment  from  their  own  stock  are  classified  in  In- 
dustry 1711. 

5077     Air  conditioning  and  refrigeration  equipment  and  supplies 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  air 
conditioning,  refrigeration,  and  ventilating  equipment  and  supplies,  except 
self-contained  air  conditioning  units  (Industry  5062).  Construction  contrac- 
tors primarily  engaged  in  installing  air  conditioning,  ventilating,  and  refrigera- 
tion equipment  from  their  own  stock  are  classified  in  Industry  1711.

508  MACHINERY,  EQUIPMENT,  AND  SUPPLIES 

5082  Commercial  and  industrial  machinery,  equipment,  and  supplies 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  commercial 
and  industrial  machinery,  equipment  and  supplies.  This  industry  does  not 
include  office,  restaurant  or  hotel  furniture  which  is  classified  in  Industry  5097, 
and  air  conditioning  and  refrigeration  equipment  which  is  classified  in  Industry 
5077. 

5083  Farm  machinery  and  equipment 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  agricul- 
tural machinery  and  equipment  for  use  in  the  preparation  and  maintenance 
of  the  soil,  the  planting  and  harvesting  of  crops,  and  other  operations  and  proc- 
esses pertaining  to  work  on  the  farm;  and  dairy  farm  machinery  and  equipment. 
This  industry  does  not  include  establishments  engaged  in  the  distribution  of 
dairy  products  manufacturing  machinery  classified  in  Industry  5082. 

5086  Professional  equipment  and  supplies 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  mechanical 
devices  and  other  equipment  used  by  dentists,  physicians,  surgeons,  veteri- 
narians, optometrists,  osteopaths,  and  other  like  professional  groups. 

5087  Equipment  and  supplies  for  service  establishments 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  equipment 
and  supplies  for  barber  shops,  beauty  parlors,  power  laundries,  dry  cleaning 
plants,  upholsterers,  undertakers,  and  related  service  establishments. 

5088  Transportation  equipment  and  supplies,  except  motor  vehicles 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  transpor- 
tation equipment  and  supplies.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the 
wholesale  distribution  of  motor  vehicles  and  motor  vehicle  parts  are  classified 
in  Group  501. 

5089  Machinery,  equipment,  and  supplies,  not  elsewhere  classified 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  machinery, 
equipment,  and  supplies,  not  elsewhere  classified. 

509  MISCELLANEOUS  WHOLESALERS 

5091  Metals  and  minerals,  except  petroleum  products  and  scrap 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  coal  and 
coke;  ferrous  and  nonferrous  metals  (except  precious  metals,  Industry  5099, 
and  scrap,  Industry  5093),  and  miscellaneous  nonmetallic  minerals  (except 
petroleum,  Industries  5092  and  5099). 

5092  Petroleum  bulk  stations  and  terminals 

Petroleum  bulk  stations  and  terminals  primarily  engaged  in  the  storage 
and  wholesale  distribution  of  petroleum  products.  Truck  distributors,  foreign 
trade  merchants,  and  packaged  goods  distributors  primarily  engaged  in 
marketing  petroleum  products  but  without  bulk  storage  facilities  are  classified 
in  Industry  5099.  Storage  facilities  for  petroleum  products  located  at  or  near 
petroleum  refineries  are  classified  in  Industry  2911.

5093  Scrap  and  waste  materials 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  assembling,  breaking  up,  sorting  and 
wholesale  distribution  of  scrap  and  waste  materials.  This  industry  includes 
auto  wreckers  engaged  in  dismantling  automobiles  for  scrap.  However,  those 
engaged  in  dismantling  cars  for  the  purpose  of  selling  secondhand  parts  at 
retail  are  classified  in  Industry  5936. 

5094  Tobacco  and  its  products 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  tobacco 
and  its  products.  Leaf  tobacco  wholesalers  are  classified  in  Industry  5051, 
and  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  stemming  and  redrying  tobacco  in 
Industry  2141. 

5095  Beer,  wine,  and  distilled  alcoholic  beverages 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  beer, 
wines,  and  distilled  alcoholic  beverages.  Bottling  of  wines  and  other  liquors 
manufactured  in  bulk  by  others  is  included. 

5096  Paper  and  its  products 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  paper 
and  its  products,  including  stationery  and  kindred  supplies,  such  as  pens, 
pencils,  and  writing  ink.  This  industry  does  not  include  wallpaper  which  is 
classified  in  Industry  5099. 

5097  Furniture  and  home  furnishings 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  house- 
hold and  office  furniture  and  home  furnishings.  Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  electrical  household  goods  are  classified 
in  Industry  5064,  and  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  office  machines  and 
equipment  in  Industry  5082. 

5098  Lumber  and  construction  materials 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  lumber 
and  building  materials,  such  as  brick,  building  stone,  cement,  crushed  stone, 
granite,  gravel,  lime,  marble,  masons'  materials,  plaster,  window  glass,  roofing 
materials,  and  sand. 

5099  Wholesalers,  not  elsewhere  classified 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  distribution  of  com 
modifies  not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as  amusement  and  sporting  goods; 
farm  supplies;  jewelry;  flowers  and  nursery  stock;  rough  timber  products 
leather  and  leather  goods;  yarn;  animal  and  vegetable  oils;  books  and  maga 
zines;  crude  rubber;  wood  pulp;  and  general  merchandise.

Retail  Trade  includes  establishments  engaged  in  selling  merchandise  for 
personal,  household,  or  farm  consumption,  and  rendering  services  incidental  to 
the  sale  of  the  goods.  In  general,  retail  establishments  are  classified  by  kind 
of  business  according  to  the  principal  lines  of  commodities  sold  (groceries, 
hardware,  etc.),  or  the  usual  trade  designation  (drug  store,  cigar  store,  etc.). 
Some  of  the  important  characteristics  of  retail  trade  establishments  are:  the 
establishment  is  usually  a  place  of  business  and  is  engaged  in  activities  to 
attract  the  general  public  to  buy;  the  establishment  buys  or  receives  merchan- 
dise as  well  as  sells ;  the  establishment  may  process  its  products,  but  such  process- 
ing is  incidental  or  subordinate  to  selling;  the  establishment  is  considered  as 
retail  in  the  trade;  and  the  establishment  sells  to  customers  for  personal,  house- 
hold, or  farm  use.  Not  all  of  these  characteristics  need  be  present  and  some 
are  modified  by  trade  practice. 

Buying  of  goods  for  resale  to  the  consumer  is  a  characteristic  of  retail 
trade  establishments  that  particularly  distinguishes  them  from  the  agricultural 
and  extractive  industries.  For  example,  farmers  who  sell  only  their  own  pro- 
duce at  or  from  the  point  of  production  are  not  classified  as  retailers. 

Processing  incidental  or  subordinate  to  selling  often  is  conducted  at  retail 
stores.  For  example,  restaurants  prepare  meals,  and  feed  stores  grind  feed. 
Retail  establishments  of  manufacturing  concerns  are  included  in  retail  trade. 

For  the  most  part,  establishments  engaged  in  retail  trade  sell  merchandise 
to  the  general  public  for  personal  or  household  consumption.  Certain  excep- 
tions to  this  general  rule  are  made  necessary  by  trade  practices.  For  example, 
retail  lumber  yards  are  included  in  Retail  Trade  despite  the  fact  that  a  high 
proportion  of  their  sales  are  made  to  contractors;  and  establishments  selling 
feed,  fertilizer,  machinery,  etc.,  to  farmers  are  also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 
Chain  store  warehouses  are  considered  auxiliary  to  the  retail  establishment 
served  and  are  classified  on  the  basis  of  the  industrial  activity  carried  on  by 
such  retail  stores. 

Establishments  engaged  in  selling  to  the  general  public,  from  displayed 
merchandise,  products  such  as  typewriters,  stationery,  or  gasoline,  are  classified 
in  retail  trade  even  though  such  products  may  not  be  used  for  personal  or  house- 
hold consumption.  However,  establishments  that  sell  these  products  only  to 
institutional  or  industrial  users  and  establishments  that  sell  similar  merchandise 
for  use  exclusively  by  business  establishments  are  not  classified  in  Retail  Trade. 
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Major  Group  52.— RETAIL  TRADE— BUILDING  MATERIALS, 
HARDWARE,  AND  FARM  EQUIPMENT 

THE  MAJOR  GROUP  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  major  group  includes  retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  lumber, 
building  materials,  and  basic  lines  of  hardware,  such  as  tools,  builders'  hardware,  paint  and 
glass,  electrical  supplies,  roofing  materials,  and  other  equipment  and  supplies  for  all  types 
of  construction.

Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  plumbing  installations,  which  may  sell  incidental  amounts  of  sup- 
plies and  equipment,  are  not  considered  a  part  of  Retail  Trade,  and  are  classi- 
fied in  Industry  1711. 

523  PAINT,  GLASS,  AND  WALLPAPER  STORES 
5231     Paint,  glass,  and  wallpaper  stores 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  paint,  glass,  and  wall- 
paper, or  any  combination  of  these  lines.  Establishments  primarily  engaged 
in  installing  glass  are  not  considered  a  part  of  Retail  Trade  and  are  classified 
in  Industry  1793. 

524  ELECTRICAL  SUPPLY  STORES 
5241     Electrical  supply  stores 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  electrical  supplies 
for  construction  purposes.     Stores  selling  electrical  appliances  such  as  refrig- 
erators, stoves,  ranges,  and  radios  are  classified  in  Major  Group  57.

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale,  by  catalog  and  mail 
order,  of  dry  goods  in  combination  with  apparel  and  accessories,  with  furniture 
and  home  furnishings,  with  smaii  hardware,  with  farmers'  supplies,  or  with 
automotive  equipment.  Departmentalized  retail  stores  with  normally  25  or 
more  employees,  operated  by  mail  orderjiquses  and  selling  a  general  line  of 
merchandise  are  included  in  Industry  531^ /.Retail  stores  selling  a  general  line 
of  merchandise,  with  normally  less  than  25^employees  and  operated  by  mail 
order  houses,  are  classified  in  Industry  5392_J 

5323  Mail  order  houses,  except  general  merchandise 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale,  by  catalog  and  mail 
order,  of  specialty  lines  of  merchandise,  such  as  books,  coins,  jewelry,  novelty 
merchandise,  and  stamps. 

533  LIMITED  PRICE  VARIETY  STORES 
5331     Limited  price  variety  stores 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  a  variety  of  merchan- 
dise in  the  low  and  popular  price  ranges.  These  stores  frequently  are  known  as 
"5  and  10  cent"  stores  and  "5  cents  to  a  dollar"  stores,  although  merchandise 
is  usually  sold  outside  these  price  ranges.  Sales  usually  are  made  on  a  cash- 
and-carry  basis,  with  the  open  selling  method  of  display  and  customer  selection 
of  merchandise.

5392  Dry  goods  and  general  merchandise  stores 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  piece  goods  and/or  a 
combination  of  men's  and  women's  apparel,  dry  goods,  hardware,  homewares 
or  home  furnishings  and  other  lines  in  limited  amounts.  Stores  selling  com- 
modities covered  in  the  definition  for  Department  Stores,  but  normally  having 
less  than  25  employees,  are  included  in  this  industry. 

5393  General  stores 

Establishments  usually  located  in  rural  communities  and  primarily  engaged 
in  the  retail  sale  of  a  general  line  of  merchandise  of  which  the  most  important 
line  is  food,  and  the  more  important  subsidiary  lines  are  notions,  apparel, 
farm  supplies,  and  gasoline.  These  stores  are  usually  known  as  country 
general  stores.

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  fresh  or  cured  fish, 
oysters,  shellfish,  and  other  sea  foods. 

543  FRUIT  STORES  AND  VEGETABLE  MARKETS 
5431     Fruit  stores  and  vegetable  markets 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  fresh  fruits  and  fresh 
vegetables.     They  are  frequently  found  in  public  or  municipal  markets. 

544  CANDY,  NUT,  AND  CONFECTIONERY  STORES 
5441     Candy,  nut,  and  confectionery  stores 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  candy,  nuts,  sweet- 
meats, and  other  confections.  Operation  of  a  soda  fountain  or  lunch  counter 
is  common. 

545  DAIRY  PRODUCTS  STORES 
5451     Dairy  products  stores 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  dairy  products  such  as 
milk,  cream,  butter,  cheese,  and  related  products  to  over-the-counter  customers. 
Ice  cream  and  frozen  custard  stands  and  establishments  buying  ice  cream  and 
similar  products  and  selling  them  from  trucks  or  wagons  for  immediate  con- 
sumption are  classified  in  Industry  5812.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
processing  and  distributing  milk  and  cream  are  classified  in  manufacturing.

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  eggs  and  poultry. 
These  stores  may  sell  live  poultry,  slaughter  and  clean  poultry  for  their  own 
account  and  sell  dressed  fowl,  or  sell  fowl  dressed  and  cleaned  by  others. 

5499     Food  stores,  not  elsewhere  classified 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  specialized  foods,  not 
elsewhere  classified,  such  as  coffee,  health  foods,  spices,  herbs,  and  tea.  This 
industry  also  includes  house-to-house  coffee  and  tea  distributors. 


Major  Group  55.— AUTOMOTIVE  DEALERS  AND  GASOLINE  SERVICE 

STATIONS 

THE   MAJOR   GROUP  AS  A   WHOLE 

This  major  group  includes  retail  dealers  selling  new  and  used  automobiles  and  trucks, 
and  new  parts  and  accessories;  aircraft  and  marine  dealers;  and  gasoline  service  stations.

5531     Tire,  battery,  and  accessory  dealers 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  automobile  tires, 
batteries,  and  other  automobile  parts  and  accessories.  Such  establishments 
frequently  have  facilities  for  tire  recapping  and  vulcanizing.  Establishments 
dealing  primarily  in  used  parts  are  classified  in  Industry  5936. 

554  GASOLINE  SERVICE  STATIONS 
5541     Gasoline  service  stations 

Gasoline  service  stations  primarily  engaged  in  selling  gasoline  and  lubri- 
cating oils,  and  which  may  sell  other  merchandise  or  perform  minor  repair 
work. 

559  MISCELLANEOUS  AIRCRAFT,  MARINE,  AND  AUTOMOTIVE  DEALERS 

5599     Miscellaneous  aircraft,  marine,  and  automotive  dealers 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  automotive  products, 
not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as  new  and  used  passenger  automobile  trailers, 
aircraft,  boats,  marine  supplies,  motorboats,  and  motorcycles. 
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Major  Group  56.— RETAIL  TRADE— APPAREL  AND  ACCESSORIES 
THE  MAJOR  GROUP  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  major  group  includes  retail  stores  primarily  engaged  in  selling  clothing,  shoes, 
hats,  underwear,  and  related  articles  for  personal  wear  and  adornment.  Custom  tailors 
carrying  stocks  of  materials  and  furriers  are  included  in  this  group.

563  WOMEN'S  ACCESSORY  AND  SPECIALTY  STORES 

5631  Millinery  stores 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  ready-to-wear  and 
custom  made  millinery,  including  women's  hat  frames  and  trimmings. 

5632  Corset  and  lingerie  stores 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  women's  corsets, 
girdles,  brassieres,  negligees,  underwear,  or  related  garments. 

5633  Hosiery  stores 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  women's  hosiery. 

5634  Apparel  accessory  and  other  specialty  stores 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  women's  miscellaneous 
apparel  and  accessories,  such  as  blouses,  costume  jewelry,  gloves,  handbags 
and  knitwear. 

564  CHILDREN'S  AND  INFANTS'  WEAR  STORES 
5641     Children's  and  infants'  wear  stores 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  children's  and  infants' 
clothing,  furnishings,  and  accessories.

5671     Custom  tailors 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  making  and  selling  men's  and 
women's  clothing  (except  fur  apparel,  Industry  5681).  to  individual  order. 
Tailor  shops  primarily  engaged  in  clothing  repair  and  alterations  are  classified 
in  Industry  7271. 

568  FURRIERS  AND  FUR  SHOPS 
5681     Furriers  and  fur  shops 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  making  fur  coats  and  other  fur 
apparel  to  custom  order  and  selling  ready-made  fur  coats  and  other  fur  ap- 
parel. Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  fur  repair  and  storage  and  which 
also  may  sell  a  minor  amount  of  fur  apparel  are  classified  in  Industry  7272. 

569  MISCELLANEOUS  APPAREL  AND  ACCESSORY  STORES 
5699     Miscellaneous  apparel  and  accessory  stores 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  specialized  lines  of 
apparel  and  accessories,  not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as  bathing  suits,  rain- 
coats, riding  apparel,  sports  apparel,  and  umbrellas.

Dealers  primarily  engaged  in  selling  secondhand  furniture  are  classified  in 
Group  593.  Stores  furnishing  interior  decorator  service  are  classified  according  to  the 
merchandise  handled.

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  china,  glassware,  and 
metalware  for  kitchen  and  table  use.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
selling  table  silverware  are  classified  in  Industry  5971. 

5719     Miscellaneous  home  furnishing  stores 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  miscellaneous  home 
furnishings,  such  as  brooms,  brushes,  lamps  and  shades,  mirrors  and  pictures, 
Venetian  blinds,  and  window  shades. 

572  HOUSEHOLD  APPLIANCE  STORES 
5722     Household  appliance  stores 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  retail- sale  of  electric  and  gas 
refrigerators,  stoves,  and  other  household  appliances,  such  as  electric  irons, 
percolators,  hot  plates,  and  vacuum  cleaners.  Many  such  stores  also  sell  radio 
and  television  sets.

This  division  comprises  establishments  operating  primarily  in  the  fields 
of  finance,  insurance,  and  real  estate.  Finance  includes  banks  and  trust 
companies,  credit  agencies  other  than  banks,  holding  (but  not  predominantly 
operating)  companies,  other  investment  companies,  brokers  and  dealers  in 
securities  and  commodity  contracts,  and  security  and  commodity  exchanges. 
Insurance  covers  carriers  of  all  types  of  insurance,  and  insurance  agents  and 
brokers.  Real  estate  includes  owners,  lessors,  lessees,  buyers,  sellers,  agents, 
and  developers  of  real  estate. 

In  most  cases,  establishments  included  in  this  division  are  primarily 
engaged  in  specialized  activities  in  either  the  finance,  insurance,  or  real  estate 
field  and  can  therefore  be  classified  in  one  of  the  major  groups  provided  for 
these  activities.  However,  there  are  some  small  establishments  which  are 
regularly  engaged  in  some  combination  of  finance,  insurance,  real  estate,  and 
law,  no  one  of  which  is  the  principal  activity.  A  separate  major  group  (66) 
has  been  provided  for  such  establishments.

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APPENDIX 

Criteria  for  Recognizing  Manufacturing  Industries  in  the  Standard 

Industrial  Classification 
General  Comments: 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  defines  industries  in  accordance 
with  the  existing  structure  of  the  American  economy.  An  industry  is  a  group- 
ing of  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  same  or  similar  lines  of  economic 
activity.  In  the  manufacturing  division,  the  line  of  activity  is  generally  de- 
fined in  terms  of  the  product  made,  materials  consumed,  or  process  of  manu- 
facture used. 

Sometimes  a  common  process  of  manufacture  may  result  in  an  industry 
of  considerable  size  and  a  wide  variety  of  products;  e.  g.,  meat  packing,  and 
blast  furnaces,  steel  works  and  rolling  mills.  In  other  instances,  the  produc- 
tion of  an  industry  may  be  limited  to  a  single  product,  such  as  chewing  gum  or 
wallpaper.  To  be  recognized  as  an  industry  each  group  of  establishments 
must  have  significance  from  the  standpoint  of  number  of  production  workers, 
value  added  by  manufacture,  value  of  shipments,  and  number  of  establishments. 
Size  of  an  industry  is  not  the  sole  criterion  for  its  recognition ;  it  is  also  impor- 
tant that  an  industry  comprise  a  group  of  establishments  of  which  the  output 
of  products  or  processes  defining  the  industry  (primary  products  of  the  industry) 
account  for  a  relatively  high  proportion  of  (a)  the  total  shipments  or  receipts 
of  the  industry  (specialization  ratio),  and  (b)  the  total  output  by  all  industries 
of  the  products  or  processes  which  are  primary  to  the  industry  (coverage  ratio). 

The  quantitative  standards  for  size,  specialization  and  coverage  for 
manufacturing  industries  that  have  been  established  are  described  in  subse- 
quent paragraphs.  There  may  be  a  few  instances  where  other  important 
considerations  will  warrant  the  establishment  or  retention  of  an  industry 
which  does  not  satisfy  size,  specialization,  and  coverage  criteria. 

As  a  result  of  the  application  of  these  criteria,  there  will  be  "leftover"  seg- 
ments of  American  industry.  Lines  of  business  activity  which  do  not  satisfy 
the  criteria  for  the  recognition  of  an  industry,  if  they  are  very  closely  associated 
with  the  activities  of  another  industry,  may  be  included  with  that  industry. 
This  may  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  specialization  ratio  of  the  industry 
with  which  this  line  of  activity  is  combined,  but  such  a  procedure  may  be 
preferable  to  including  the  line  of  activity  in  a  "miscellaneous"  or  "not  else- 
where classified"  category  for  that  particular  three  digit  group.  Each  case 
must  be  evaluated  on  its  own  merits.  It  may  be  better  to  allow  a  small  ele- 
ment of  impurity  to  be  introduced  into  a  given  four  digit  industry  by  associating 
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it  with  a  line  of  activity  which  is  quite  closely  related  rather  than  to  increase 
the  size  of  the  "miscellaneous"  category  for  the  three  digit  group  by  adding 
another  line  of  activity,  since  the  "miscellaneous"  categories  are  heterogeneous 
and  are  not  representative  of  any  specific  industr}^. 

Standards  for  Criteria: 

As  a  result  of  the  Census  of  Manufactures,  data  (number  of  establish- 
ments, employment,  value  added,  etc.)  are  available  for  manufacturing  as  a 
whole.  Knowing  the  number  of  industries,  values  for  each  desired  item  have 
been  calculated  for  an  "average"  industry.  These  values  for  the  "average" 
industry  were  used  as  the  basis  for  measuring  size.  For  each  desired  item,  a 
number  of  points  were  awarded  an  industry,  depending  on  the  industry's 
relationship  to  the  size  of  the  "average"  industry.  The  points  awarded  were 
equal  to  the  percent  of  the  "average"  industry.  The  points  for  the  various 
items  were  averaged  with  a  system  of  weights  to  secure  the  final  score  for 
an  industry.  The  score  determines  whether  the  industry  is  to  be  considered 
sizable  or  not. 

Size  Criteria: 

Size  was  measured  by  a  comparison  of  four  items  as  follows: 

1 .  Number  of  employees 

2.  Value  added  by  manufacture 

3.  Value  of  shipments 

4.  Number  of  establishments 

Number  of  employees  and  value  added  are  recognized  as  being  more  significant 
and  reliable  measures  of  industry  size  than  are  value  of  shipments  and  number 
of  establishments.  Value  of  shipments  includes  the  value  created  in  other 
industries  or  other  economic  divisions  such  as  Agriculture,  etc.,  and  does 
not  measure  value  of  income  produced  in  the  specific  manufacturing  industry. 
In  some  instances,  the  large  duplication  of  value  of  shipments  within  an 
industry  makes  publication  of  the  figure  meaningless.  A  count  of  establish- 
ments in  each  industry  is  of  limited  significance  as  it  treats  both  large  and 
small  establishments  as  of  equal  importance.  In  addition,  the  derivation 
of  an  "average"  number  of  establishments  per  industry  reflects,  to  a  large 
extent,  the  very  numerous  plants  in  a  relatively  few  industries.  For  example, 
five  industries  (Bakeries,  Sawmills,  Newspapers,  Commercial  Printing,  and 
Concrete  Products)  account  for  approximately  22  percent  of  the  number  of 
establishments,  but  only  8  percent  of  the  number  of  employees  and  value 
added  by  manufacture. 

Generally  speaking,  an  existing  Standard  Industrial  Classification  industry 
is  considered  as  sizable  if  it  attains  a  point  score  of  10  or  higher.  The  point 
score  for  a  new  industry  is  20  or  higher.  In  deriving  the  final  score  based  on 
the  four  items  included  in  the  determination,  double  weight  is  given  to  the 
"number  of  employees"  and  to  "value  added."  The  final  score  is  a  measure 
in  percent  of  the  size  of  an  industry  in  relation  to  an  "average"  industry. 
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Industries  should  not  be  eliminated  because  they  fail  to  attain  the  recom- 
mended size  scores,  without  giving  due  attention  to  the  comments  contained 
in  the  section  dealing  with  the  application  of  criteria. 

Specialization  Ratio  and  Coverage  Criteria: 

The  minimum  ratio  for  industry  specialization  is  80.  When  applying  the 
specialization  test,  it  is  well  to  remember  that  an  industry  may  sometimes 
specialize  in  only  one  product  (malt  or  beet  sugar).  In  other  instances,  estab- 
lishments in  an  industry  may  typically  produce  and  thus  specialize  in  a  wide 
variety  of  products  (Meat  Packing  Plants;  Blast  Furnaces,  Steel  Works,  and 
Rolling  Mills;  and  Radio  and  Television  Transmitting,  Signalling,  and  Detec- 
tion Equipment  and  Apparatus).  For  varying  reasons,  industries  have 
through  the  years  developed  in  a  diverse  manner.  It  is  important,  therefore, 
that  the  specialization  ratios  not  be  applied  rigidly,  but  that  they  be  interpreted 
in  the  light  of  the  nature  of  the  particular  industry. 

In  applying  coverage  ratio  factors,  separate  criteria  are  established  for 
industries  with  "captive"  output  within  and  outside  the  industry  as  distin- 
guished from  industries  primarily  producing  for  commercial  sale.  The  mini- 
mum coverage  ratio  for  industries  described  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classi- 
fication as  producing  for  commercial  sale  is  70 ;  the  coverage  ratio  for  all  other 
industries  is  50,  except  for  industries  producing  from  purchased  materials 
(stage  of  process  classification).  The  minimum  coverage  ratio  for  this  latter 
group  of  industries  (Blended  and  Prepared  Flour,  etc.)  is  33.  The  coverage 
ratio  for  industries  with  significant  ' 'captive"  counterparts  (minimum  coverage 
of  50  percent)  should  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  the  proportion  of  total  output 
accounted  for  by  the  given  industry  (shipments  for  sale,  interplant  transfer, 
and  production  for  use  within  the  same  establishment)  compared  with  total 
output  in  all  industries  (shipments  for  sale,  interplant  transfer,  as  well  as  pro- 
duction for  use  within  the  same  establishment).  Examples  of  such  industries 
are  Gray  Iron  Foundries,  Metal  Stampings,  and  Iron  and  Steel  Forgings. 

Application  of  Criteria : 

The  application  of  the  size,  specialization  and  coverage  criteria  to  a 
particular  industry  is  subject  to  other  considerations.  Industries  which 
appear  to  qualify  because  of  special  or  unique  factors  not  included  in  the 
formula  described  above  may  be  retained.  Examples  of  such  factors  are 
defense  mobilization;  very  large  industries  with  specialization  slightly  below  80 
percent;  and  industries  of  special  significance  in  economic  fluctuations  which 
are  also  near  the  lower  specialization  limit,  such  as  Machine  Tools. 

Separate  industries  for  plants  in  an  area  that  is  rapidly  expanding  but  which 
does  not  meet  the  quantitative  measures  in  the  usual  reference  statistics  also 
may  be  retained.  Such  retention  is  based  on  substantial  statistical  evidence  of 
current  size,  or  conclusive  evidence  of  growth  by  a  specified  time,  and  on  the 
industries  meeting  the  customary  requirements,  other  than  size,  for  establishing 
an  industry. 
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
